In his recent message to Congress 
the President expressed a desire to 
withdraw marines from foreign soil 
whenever feasible. 

‘‘We still have marines on foreign 
soil in Nicaragua, Haiti and China;’’ 
the President said. ‘In the large 
sense we do not wish to be repre- 
sented abroad in such manner. 
About 1,600 marines remain in Nica- 
ragua at the urgent request of that 
government and the leaders of all 
parties pending the training of a 
domestic constabulary capable of in- 
suring tranquillity. We have already 
reduced these forces materially and 
we are anxious to withdraw them 
further as the situation warrants. 

“In Haiti we have about 700 ma- 
rines, but it is a much more difficult 
problem, the solution of which is still 
obscure. If Congress approves, I 
shall dispatch a commission to Haiti 
to review and study the matter in 
an endeavor to arrive at some more 
definite policy than at present. Our 
forces in China constitute 2,605 men, 
which we hope also further to reduce 
to the normal legation guard.”

seat this afternoon when the Senate, 
by a vote of 58 to 22, declared that 
his title was tainted with fraud, and 
that he was not entitled to the seat. 

Immediately thereafter, by a vote 
of 66 to 15, the Senate voted that. 
William B. Wilson, the Democratic 
candidate in 1226, was not elected.

Court Rules Senators at Work Are Immune 
From Any Capital Grand Jury. Summons 





By The Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—While oc- 
cupied with work, in Congress a 
Senator cannot be required to answer 
a grand jury summons, Justice Pey- 
ton C. Gordon of the District of Co- 
lumbia Supreme Court ruled today. 

The court had been asked by the 
District of Columbia grand jury to 
pass on the refusal of Senator Blease 
of. South Carolina to heed a sub- 
poena for him to testify regarding 
comments he made in the Senate re- 
garding the mysterious death three 
years ago of Arthur Scrivener, a 
Washington detective. The caseé°was 
held to be one of suicide, but reports 
have been rife that it was one of 
murder and the grand jury has been 
investigating. 

Senator Blease and also Senator 
Heflin, in referring to the case on 
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the Senate floor in a general discus- 
sion of police conditions in Washing- 
ton, indicated a belief that police 
officials were concealing what they 
knew about it. Senator Blease said 
it was his opinion that Scrivener’s 
murderér was actually a member of 
the police force. 

Both said important information 
had been given them on =the case 
and it was this that the grand jury 
sought. 

Justice Gordon told the grand jury 
that the statutes gave members of 
Congress immunity from “arrest 
while Congress was in session. While

T hree-Minute Call Will Cost F rom $21 to $33 





Any one in the United States who 
may. wish to telephone to a friend 
aboard the liner Leviathan: after 
noon tomorrow need only lift the re- 
ceiver of. any Bell telephone and ask 
the operator to connect him with 
the steamship at sea. 

The Leviathan is scheduled to sail 
for Europe at midnight tonight. At 
11:45 A. M. tomorrow Representa- 
tive Fred Britten of Illinois, chair- 
man of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs, will talk over the tele- 
phone. from his office in Washington 
to Commodore H. A. Cunningham: of 
the United States Lines, commander 
of the Leviathan, thereby opening 
the first regular commercial wire- 
jess telephone service between the 
land and a ship at sea. 

When Mr. Britten has finished 
speaking officials' of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
and of the United States Lines will 
use the new circuit. Then it will be 
open for public use. 

The service will be available either 
from ship to shore or from shore to 
ship during twenty-four hours of 
every day on all trips while the ship 
is in range. The base rate for calls 
between the ship and the telephones 
in. New England, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Delaware and the District. of Colum- 
bia, will be $21 for the first three 
minutes and $7 for each additional 
minute. 

Between -the ship and telephones 
in the second zone, the base rate will 
be $24 for. the first three minutes 
and $8 for each additional minute. 


‘In the third zone the base rate will 


be $27 and in the fourth zone: $30. 
In the fifth: zone, comprising the 
Pacific Coast States and Arizona and 
Nevada, the rate will be $33 for 
three minutes and $11 for each extra 
minute. 

The new service is an expansion 
of the ship-to-shore service started 
experimentally last Fall on the White 
Star liner Olympic. Officials of that 
line announced recently that passen- 
gers soon would be able to communi- 
cate from staterooms aboard White 
Star ships with friends ashore or 
vice versa. Aboard: the Olympic, on 
her next trip, a series: of trials will 
be held to determine the amount of 
ship-to-shore telephone traffic which 


may be expected on modern trans- 
atlantic liners.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—British | tele- 
phone subscribers are off the map in 
the new ship-to-shore telephone ser- 
vice which the Leviathan will start 
when she leaves New York. As com- 
munication will be between’ the 
Leviathan and the experimental sta- 
tion which has been erected near 
Paris on the European side or that 
being constructed in Spain, British 
subscribers would have to depend on 
extensive linking up of underwater 
cables between the Continent and 
London. Until the British postoffice 
has set up its-own receiving station, 
service. to transatlantic liners prob- 
ably will not be open to British sub- 
scribers. When the White Star liner 
Olympic sails for America on Wednes- 
day final tests in wireless telephone 
service between the ship and Paris 
and New York will be carried out.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Colonel 
Patrick Jay Hurley of Oklahoma, 
once a cowboy, was today named by 
President Hoover for Secretary of 
War to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of James W. Good and 
the nomination was sent immediate- 


‘| ly to the Senate. 


Colonel Hurley is now Assistant 
Secretary of War, a position in 
which’ he has served since early in 
the Hoover .Administration. He is 
46 years old. 

Although the selection of Colonel 
Hurley produced little surprise, a 
Washington dispatch in THe New 
YorK Times of last Tuesday having 
indicated that President Hoover had 
decided on the acting head of the 
War Department, from a political 
standpoint it is regarded as signifi- 
cant in that it is a recognition of the 
South in Cabinet honors. 

This recognition was stressed when 
President Hoover, at his semi-week- 
ly press conference, announced that 
Colonel Hurley’s nomination was 
then on its way to the Senate. It 
was said at the White House that 
his appointment gave expression to 
the wish of the South that a Cabinet 
member be chosen from that section 
and that he had been endorsed by 
leading men in almost every South- 
ern State. The:President described 


Colonel Hurley as a lawyer of long 
experience, .a distinguished | soldier 
and an executive of proved ability. 


One of the Original Hoover Men. 

The appointment is also attributed 
to the President’s désire: to show’ ap- 
preciation of .Colonel Hurley’s gen- 
eral ability and his efficiency as As- 
sistant Secretary and acting head of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The great 
machine which grew out of President, 
Hoover’s business stimulation , con- 
ferences went into action today, 
tackling the dual task of speeding up 
industry and maintaining employ- 
ment. _ 

Leaders representing the United 
States Chamber, of Commerce who 
were marshaled by Julius H. Barnes, 
as chairman, set out to spread 
throughout America the stimulating 
conclusions of the national business 
survey conference, which brought to- 
gether here yesterday one of the 
most significant gatherings the key 
men of the nation’s industry ever 
held at the capital. 

At the same time President Hoover 
announced that Secretary of Com- 
merce Lamont had organized a new 
division of that department, which 
would be charged with coordinating 
and. assembling data on the new pub- 
lic works undertakings of States and 
municipalities. ; 

In line with the President’s plan, 
the continuing economic committee, 
intended to coordinate all efforts to 
foster trade, is expected to be ap- 
pointed next week. 

It was stated at the White House 
that the committee will be temporary 
in nature and will have.one purpose, 
that is, the organization of each in- 
dustry for the expansion of activity 
and maintenance of employment. 


Barnes Appraises Results. 


Mr. Barnes said today that ‘‘the 
members of the committee will be se- 
lected for their individual ‘attain- 
ments and their wide knowledge of 


business affairs.”

Baltic Saves Five of Six on Sinking Schooner : 
Seaman Lost as High Wind Whips Heavy Seas 





In a wind of hurricane force yes- 
terday the White Star liner Baltic 
stood by the stricken schooner 
Northern Light, out of St. John’s, 
N..F., and saved five of a crew of 
six men who were forced to abandon 
the light vessel in the Winter storm. 
The lost man was Rex Pareoms, 20 
years’ old, a seaman.

Where the mountains go 
and what lies between their south- 


ern end‘and the country to the west 


is still to be learned. 

But in themselves they provide 
much material for speculation and 
have added many miles of coast line 
to the great unknown sector of the 
continent between here and Graham 
Land. 


Ice Barricade Baffled Predecessors. 


The existing charts show that from 
King Edward. Land, hitherto the 
limit of discovery to the eastward, 
the. ice in the Ross Sea runs in a 
great curve to the north and west. 

Ross, the daring pioneer who first 
forced his way through the pack into 
the sea which bears his name and 
who found the Great Ice Barrier, 
bumped into that 
turned back. Captain Robert F.

Scott’. and Sir Ernest Shackleton 
tried to make their way along the 


coast in ships and .were baffled by 
the ice islands and drift ice which 
closed in about them and forced 
them to turn back. 

Whalers have hovered along the 
edge of that great ice shelf for years 
and wondered what held it there. 
Commander Byrd himself tried to get 
up there in his flagship, the bark 
City of New York, three times last 
year and was turned back by fog and 
storm and new-fo:ming ice.

the best time for flying here is early 
in the Summer, and this, it must be 
remembered, is Summer In Antarc- 
tica. 

Day before yesterday the weather 
was fair and Commander Byrd 
learned from William C. (Cyclone) 
Haines that the slow southerly drift 
of air up to 10,000 feet promised 
ideal flying conditions. So that night 
he determined to take off the next 
day on the first of the season’s east- 
ern exploration flights. 

He did not say anything about it 
until on rising the next morning he 
found the sky. clear and a light wind 
from the southwest. It was almost 
hot in the brilliant sunshine. 

He gave the word to have the plane 
made ready and in an hour and a 
half had hopped off, at 10:49 A. M. 

He took as his pilot this time Cap- 
tain Alton U, Parker of the Marine 
Corps Reserves, a wiry Southerner, 
quick as a vat, who has flown all 
sorts of planes from pursuit planes 
to lumbering navy craft. 


Parker Wins Praise of Chief. 


Captain Parker was so delighted 
at the opportunity of getting well 
over to the eastward that he put on 
his red and black checked lumber- 
man’s pants. One could not miss 
him in the landscape with those red 
legs. 

“Parker did his job  perfectly,’”’ 
Commander Byrd said after the 
flight. ‘‘I knew what sort of pilot 
he was, for he was at Spitsbergen 
with us on the North Pole expedi- 
tion. He got very low gasoline con- 
sumption on the flight and handled 
the plane as only natural fliers can.”’ 

The other in the plane besides the 
._ Commander were Harold June, who 
alternates flying, working the radio, 
taking pictures and watching the gas 
consumption, and Captain Ashley C. 
McKinley, the aerial surveyor of the 
expedition. 

There was little ceremony to this 
take-off. It was just part of the 
day’s work, although every one real- 
ized its importance and hoped the 
weather would this time permit the 
important task to be carried out. 
The big plane took off easily, and 
after a sweeping turn to the north 
headed straight for Scott’s Nunatak. 

Route Followed on Flight. 

There was a good tail wind at the 
elevation to which the plane climbed, 
about 4,500 feet, and it was making 
well over 100 miles an hour. 

The plane cut across Cape Colbeck 
and then across Biscoe Bay, flying 
at least ten miles out to sea where 
engine trouble would have brought 
them down in the water. The sea 
was open to the west, blue and calm 
under the Summer sun, the drift ice 
having been blown north. 

The Alexandra Mountains were 
passed and, after penetrating a short 
distance inland, the Commander 
turned north, flying between the 
i50th and 151st meridians of longi- 
tude, 

He was then over shelf ice extend- 
ing out from the shore line, which 
was marked by a barrier wall simi- 
lar to the usual Barrier cliffs. Be- 
tween it and the broken pack ice 
was a plain of shelf ice about fif- 
teen miles wide, dotted with ice 
islands, their tops broken and 
crevassed. 


Seals on the Thin Ice Below. 


The ice was thin in places and wa- 
{er was seeping through it. At one 
place were a lot of seals. It wasa 
mean place over which to fly but it 
was the only way to map the coast 
or Barrier line. 

“T looked down at that and 
thought, ‘Well, if we go down here 
we just go right on through like no- 
body’s business,’’’ Captain Parker 
said, 

The air was bumpy also, and the 
plane was bouncing around in the 
currents caused by the warmth of 
the sun. Once the plane dropped 500 
feet and the altitude control on the 
gasoline feed was so finely adjusted 
that the motors began to spit. 

A touch of Captain Parker’s hand 
and they hummed smoothly again, 
but it shows how rough it was and 
it continued rough most of the flight. 


Rise, Peak After Peak. 


The mountains had begun to loom 
up at Scott’s Nunatak, for the visi- 
bility was perfect. It was possible 
to see a hundred miles. When they 
first appeared they seemed almost 
too good to be true. They stretched 
far to the north, and as the plane 
cruised along fast with a following 
wind they rose, peak after peak, 
from the northeastern horizon. 

The Commander followed them for 
more than an hour, covering more 
than 100 miles in that time. The 
plane was still far out from them, 
however, and flying parallel to the 
range while Captain McKinley got 
the coast line. 

The snow-covered land rose from 
the Barrier edge toward the moun- 
tains, sloping upward in rolling and 
smooth undulations. The mountains 
were in long groups, rising from small 
peaks at each end to towering sum- 
mits in the centre. Some of them 


were 10,000 feet high, judging by the 
way they towered above the level of 


the plane, which was then flying 
nearly a mile high. 
Seemed to Hold in Plateau. 

There were breaks between the 
groups, so that they appeared like 
long, serrated ridges. Between them 
were great slopes of ice and snow, 
leading up to a plateau behind and to 
the east, so that they had that char- 
acteristic of all the coastal mountains 
around the Barrier of seeming to hold 
in the almost limitless snow--:overed 
plateau. 

There was no doubt that they 
formed the western coast of Marie 
Byrd Land. 

When it seemed advisable to turn 
toward home the plane was at least 
350 miles northeast of Little America. 
Fa- ahead could be seen the north- 
ern end of the range and, at some 
distance out from it, what appeared 
to be a solitary peak or island. An- 
other island also lay on the.horizon 
to the northward. 

June Sure He Saw Sea. 

The horizon was then more than 
ninety miles away, as the plane was 
flying at 5,000 feet, and June is sure 
that he saw about sixty miles from 
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where the plane turned east, the blue 
line of the sea running to the east- 
ward and turning somewhat south 
before disappearing again in the 
east. 

There seemed no doubt that this 
vast cape was what held in that 
astonishing accumulation of ice, 
around which ships have had to find 
their way to the west when sailing 
out of the Ross Sea for the Bay 
of Whales. It is anchored by the line 
of ice islands off the coast, grounded 
ice masses which hem in the shelf 
ice. 

When the plane turned eastward 
toward the mountains before heading 
for home, at a point conservatively 
estimated at 350 miles out, Captain 
McKinley shot a picture northward 
along the coast line which should 
show the northern limit of the moun- 
tains. ; 

Glacier in Mountain Chain. 

From hurried calculations’ this 
morning it was estimated that the 
range had been mapped for 150 miles 
north of the seventy-sixth degree of 
latitude. The mountains run in a 
general north and south line in about 
147 west longitude. 

After the plane had been flown to 
a point a few miles west of the 
range, it was headed southward and 
Captain McKinley mapped the range 
from the closer angie. In the midst 


of the mountain chain was a re- 
markable glacier. 


Square Rock Mass in Glacier. 


“It was the most beautiful glacier 
I have ever seen,’?’ Commander Byrd 
said. “It was eight or ten miles 
wide and perfectly smooth as it ran 
up to the plateau above. 

“At the bottom of the glacier and 
exactly in the centre was a square 
stone mass rising like a monolith 
out of the snowy slope. It was 
wonderfully beautiful with the sun 
shining on it and that great stone 
tower lifting above it.” 

The plane flew southward against 
the wind for nearly half the way to 
King Edward Land and then a shift 
in thé air provided another tail wind 
which helped the fliers on their way. 

They flew to the r_int where the 
land running east from King Edwari 
Land runs into Marie Byrd Land 
and found there a sort of valley lead- 
ing between the new range and the 
eastern end of the Alexandra Moun- 
tains. 


Pools of Water Hint Inland Sea. 


On the western side of this de- 
pression was a large open space of 
water, far in from the sea. Cracks 
ran out from the sides as if there 
were a strong current underneath 
On the south side of the pool the 
ground rose sharply upward to an 
elevation of about 4,000 feet. 

There were several of these pools 
in this valley, some of them, in the 
lowest part of the depression, show- 
ing that there was an inlet flowing 
in there from the sea under the ice. 

It has started much speculation in 
camp as to whether this is the begin- 
ning of the theoretical connection 
between the Ross and the Weddell 
Seas. 

Only further exploration to the 
eastward will clear up this point, and 
it is possible that the water merely 
indicates a deep bay in which the 
Rockefeller Mountains and the out- 
cropping rocks of the Alexandra 
Mountains are the island tops of an 
archipelago. 


Wonder What Is South of Mountains. 


The course of the plane extended 
southward through this valley until 
the solitary mountain east of the 


Rockefeller range, which was seen 
last year, lay to the westward. Then 
the. course was again changed for 
Little America. 

The plane passed north of the sin- 
gle mountain and over the deeply 
crevassed area just east of the Rock- 
efeller Range, which showed in the 
photo hs .taken last year. The 
wind headed the plane here and. it 
dropped down to about fifteen feet 
above the surface, where there was 
not so much resistance. 

In about an hour and a half after 
ort, Bags mountains discovered last 
year the plane came over the camp 
and, after circling, Captain Parker 
made a perfect landing and taxied 
in to the edge of the field. 

And ever since then this camp has 
been talking of mountains and bar- 
riers and plateaus and what in the 
world lies south of the new moun- 
tain chain.

Distinguished British explorers and 
authorities on polar research have 
united in paying tribute to Com- 
mander Byrd, it was disclosed yes- 
terday by Dr. Isaiah Bowman, di- 
rector of the American Geograph- 
ical Society, who made public a mes- 
sage he had forwarded to the Com- 
mander for them through THE New, 
Times radio station. The message | 
follows:

The Captain Scott Polar Research 
Institute, organized in May, 1926, by 
members of the scientific staff of the 
last expedition of Captain Robert F.

Bowman, and with money contrib- 
uted by the public to the Scott me- 
morial fund maintains a library on 
polar research at Cambridge as well 
as a collections of maps, journals 
and field gear used in exploration. 

“That such eminent authorities 
should all think alike regarding 
Commander Byrd’s achievement and 
that they should communicate with 
him in the name of the institute, is 
a high tribute indeed,’ he declared. 

All Authorities in Their Fields. 


Frank Debenham, director of the 
institute, and head of the Depart- 
ment of Geography at Cambridge 
University, was a member of the 
Scott expedition. 

Hugh Robert Mill, vice president 
of the Royal Geograghical Society, is 
an authority on meteorology. He 
wrote ‘‘The Siege of the South Pole,’’ 
and a historical introduction to Sir 
Ernest Shackleton’s ‘‘Heart of the 
Antarctic.’’ 

Raymond Edward Priestly, geol- 
ogist, and member of the Cambridge 
University faculty, took part in the 
Shackleton Antarctic expedition of 
1907-1909 and the last Scott expe- 
dition. With C. S. Wright, he wrote 
‘“‘Glaciology,’’ generally regarded as 
the most authoritative work on this 
subject. 

Albert Charles Seward, professor 
of botany at Cambridge and presi- 
dent of the botanical section of the 
British Association, is a student of 
the Polar areas, and author of “A 
Summer in Greenland.”’ 

James Mann Wordie, a geologist 
and a member of the Cambridge 
faculty served as chief of the scien- 
tific staff of the Shackleton expe‘i- 
tion from 1914 to 1917.

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—In an article

“On the contrary, he was always 
opposed to having his success over- 
estimated, although the flight to the 
North Pole was one of the greatest 
aviation accomplishments which ever 
happened and which only those are 
able to judge fully who have thor- 
oughly studied the difficulties and 
dangers which threaten crew and 
machine in the icy wastes of the 
Arctic.”’ 

Captain Koehl continued: 

“Commander Byrd’s first ocean 
flight with a three-motored plane 
which failed in a fog near the French 
coast must also. be highly estimated. 
Byrd, therefore, need not run after 
cheap honors, and if he now turns to 
exploration about the South Pole, he 
has good reasons for it and was fully 
prepared scientifically.

FORD’S YACHT GOES 
ON BUZZARD’S BAY REEF 


Seventeen Men Rescued by Coast 
Gaard—Boatman for Under- 
writers Drowned.

WOODS HOLE, Mass., Dec. 6.— 
One man lost his life today as a re- 
sult of the wreck of Edsel Ford’s 
new $400,000 yacht Sialia, which 
piled up, probably a total loss, on 
the. ledge at Old Cock, just to west- 
ward of Hen and Chickens Reef at 
the entrance to Buzzard’s Bay. The 
vessel hit the reef in the pitch black 
of a blustery night just after 1 
o'clock this morning. 

Despite heavy seas Coast Guards- 
men took off seventeen men, compris- 
ing passengers and crew of the F atin 
at dawn, but Captain Albert Berger 
of the New Bedford power boat 
Rhode Island was drowned this af- 
ternoon when the rowboat from 
which he was trying to land an insur- 
ance official on the wreck was dashed 
oo against the yacht’s steel 
side. 

Clifford Kilboure, a New Bedford 
insurance adjuster, and Max Chap- 
man were hurled into the water 
but were rescued by the crew of 
a Coast Guard vessel which had been 
standing by the wreck. 

The Sialia was launched in Boston 
less than a month ago and was 
going to New York on her maiden 
voyage. She was on the ledge so 
hard that she could not be hauled 
off. Tonight she was full of water, 
waves were sweeping her deck and 
she seemed doomed to destruction. 

The crew of Coast Guard boat 287, 
in command of Chief Gunner’s Mate 
Disbury, made half a dozen trips in 
a small boat to-the Sialla to rescue 
the crew and passengers. They were 
landed at New Bedford. 

Joseph MacDonald of New York, 
designer of the craft, was aboard as 
a guest of Captain Oscar Anderson. 
Other passengers rescvued were A. 
Choppin of the New York yacht 
building firm of Henry Gielow, Inc.; 
August Ford of the Sperry Gyroscope

GIANT TELESCOPE 
~TO-END MYSTERIES 


Dr. Shapley Over Radio Tells 
How 200-Inch Reflector Will 
Reveal Secrets of Heaven. 








THOMSON TALKS OF MIRROR 





Describes the Construction of Lens 
at West Lynn, Mass., for West 
Coast Observatory.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.—Prob- 
ably a third of the major mysteries 
| of the stellar universe will be solved 
only by powerful telescopes such as 
the 200-inch reflector which Dr. 
Elihu Thomson and his associate, 
A. L. Ellis, are constructing at West 
Lynn, Mass., for use in a California 
observatory, the American Philo- 
sophical Society and a radio audi- 
ence were informed tonight by Dr. 
Harlow Shapley, director of the Har- 
vard Observatory. 

In the first radio broadcast ever 
sponsored by the society Dr. Thom- 
son described in detail the work of 
building the great quartz mirror 
which is to be used in connection 
with the California Institute of Tech- 
nology and is sponsored by the Car- 
negie Institution. 

Dr. Shapley listed ten chief un- 
solved mysteries, a third of which 
he suggested might be unraveled by 
the interpreter and by mathematical 
theory, another third by the mod- 
erate-sized telescope that costs hun- 
dreds or thousands instead of mil- 
lions of dollars, and the remainder 


by powerful telescopes like that un- 
der construction. 


‘“‘South Pole Will Move Away.” 


If Commander Richard E. Byrd on 
his flight to the South Pole hit the 
exact polar spot with the American 
flag, ‘‘the Pole will soon wander 


away and give another explorer a 
chance,’’ said Dr. Shapley. 

“If Commander Byrd missed,’’ he 
added, ‘‘perhaps the wandering Pole 
will later find the flag.’’ 

He made these observations in a 
discussion of the first mystery, that 
|of ‘‘irregularities in the rotation of 
the earth.’’ 

Dr. Shapley showed the society lan- 
tern slides revealing the changing 
location of the South Pole during 
the period between 1912 and 1920. Its 
movements were tangled, but they 
spread over an area of only about 
fifty feet in each direction. 

‘“‘We cannot predict in advance 
where the Pole will be at any par- 
ticular time,’’ he said. ‘‘Ultimately 
we shall be able to do so.”’ 

Astronomers have discovered that 
the polar oscillations are of two 
periods, one twelve months long and 
the other fourteen months, Dr. Shap- 
ley said, but a number of other un- 
explained movements complicate the 
situation to such an extent that it is 
still classified among the mysteries. 
He explained that if the twelve- 
month period, for example, were the 
only type of oscillation involved the 
Pole would be at one point on a cer- 
tain date and be back at the same 
point twelve months later. 


Lists Nine Other Mysteries, 


The twelve-month variation appar- 
ently is connected with the weight 


of snow and the fourteen-month 
period is connected in a complicated 
fashion with the interior structure 
of the earth. 

F,. X. Kustner of Bonn, Germany. 
discovered the latitude variations and 
Professor 8. C. Chandler of the Dud- 
ley Observatory discovered the law 
of latitude variation., 

Discussing further the Byrd expe- 
dition, Dr. Shapley said: 

*‘We shall find later from our star 
observations where the Pole was 
when Byrd dropped the flag. The 
chances are that sooner or later the 
flag and Pole will coincide, whether 
they did at the moment the former 
was dropped or not.’”’ 

The other nine major mysteries 
were listed by Dr. Shapley as fol- 
lows: 

The birthplace of comets, the high- 


of energy that runs the universe, the 
running down of the universe, midget 
stars—the number of dwarfs, sources 
of the shooting stars, the running 
away of the external galaxies, the 
centre of the galaxy and the bounds 
of the universe.

ENDORSES HOOVER 
ON THE WORLD COURT 


Philadelphia Non-Partisan Com- 
mittee, Headed by O. J. Roberts, 
Seeks Early Entry.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.—The 
Philadelphia World Court Commit- 
tee, a non-partisan group of more 
than one hundred citizens, is heartily 


dorsement of the court in his mes- 
sage to Congress, Owen J. Roberts, 
chairman of the committee, said in a 
statement tonight. 

‘‘Mr. Hoover in his message,” said 
Mr. Roberts, ‘‘made it clear that he 
will authorize the signature of the 
United States to the treaty or proto- 
col containing Mr. Root’s formula, 
which adjusts the difficulties that 
have hitherto prevented completing 
the entry of the United States into 
the court. The President also said 
that he would send the protocol, 
after it has been signed, to the Sen- 
ate with a special message, for its 
consent to ratification. 

“The protocol, if signed, will simply 
put into effect the resolution which 
the Senate passed in 1926, by a vote 
of 76 to 17, providing for the ad- 
herence of the United States to the 
court. 

“The present protocol is an agree- 
ment between the United States and 
the member nations of the court ac- 
cepting the Senate reservations and 
outlining how they would work. In 
particular, it contains the formula 
devised by Mr. Root for the opera- 
tion of the controversial reservation, 
the fifth, concerning advisory opin- 
ions.’’ 

Mr. Roberts added that fifty of the 
fifty-four member nations of the 
court have already signed the pro- 
tocol. This message of the President, 
he said, confirms the forecast by 
Secretary of State Stimson in Sep- 
tember when he ex)ressed his view 
that the protocol would ‘‘fully pro- 
tect the United States against the 
dangers anticipated by the Senate.”’ 

“The Philadelphia World Court 
Committee,’”’ said Mr. Roberts, ‘‘con- 
sists of over 100 representative citi- 
zens of Philadelphia, who, regard- 
less of party, support the position 
taken by the President on the court 
and hope for completion of our 
entry into the court at the earliest 
practicable time.’’

Coalition Indicates Readiness 
to Halt Tariff Debate for 
Action Before Christmas.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 6.—Passage 
of the $190,000,000 tax cut resolution 
by the Senate before the holidays 
appeared to be assured today. As the 
Senate resumed debate on the tariff 
bill, leaders of the coalition and the 
regular Republicans entered into 
negotiations over suspending discus- 
sion on the tariff next week to maxe 
way for the tax reduction ‘program 
of the administration. 

Speaking for the coalition, Senator 
Simmons of North Carolina said tnat 
if an agreement could be reached ‘to 
limit debate on the tax resolution to 
a day or so, he and his colleagues 
would consent to a temporary dis- 
placement of the tariff bill. The out- 
look tonight was that an agreement 
in harmony with Senator Simmons’s 
views would be reached early in the 


week. 

As passed by the House yesterdav, 
the tax resolution becomes effective 
on Jan. 1, applicable to income and 
corporations taxes collectable for the 
year 1929. Efforts may be made in 
the Finance Committee to force the 
adoption of an amendment provid- 
ing that the tax cut shall run for 
two years, instead of one, as pro- 
vided by the House. Indications are, 
however, that the move will be de- 
feated. 


Coalition Presses Tariff Bill. 


With the disposal of the tax reso- 
lution, the coalition, made up of 
Democrats and Western Republi- 
cans, will insist that the Senate give 
its undivided attention to the tariff. 
Other measures, however, may be 
permitted to intervene from time to 
time, such as the bill providing for 
the ratification of the French war 
debt agreement, which the admin- 
‘istration hopes will be approved bv 
both houses before an adjournment 
for the holidays. 

Despite the obvious desire of all 
groups in the Senate to pass the 
tariff bill before the holidays, doubt 
is expressed by the leaders that that 
end can be attained. The Senate de- 
voted several hours to debate on the 
measure today. Most of the time 
was taken up by Senator Blaine of 
Wisconsin, who attacked the rates 
of the wool schedule. He charged 
that these duties were so high that 
they would fail of their purpose in 
affording protection so far as the 
farmer is concerned. Their effect 
would be. he said, to force con- 
sumers to buy substitutes. 

Three rates of the schedule were 
changed. The duty on scoured wool 
was increased from 34 cents, the 
figure adopted by. the House, to 37 

«cents a pound. The rate on wool on 
the skin was increased from 29 to 
32 cents a pound and that on sorted 
wool, if not scoured, was from 32 to 
35 cents. : 

If present plans are carried out 
Congress will adjourn for the holi- 


days on Dec. 20 or 21. It would re-/| 


quire quick work by the Senate to 
dispose of the tariff bill before that 
time, and the probabilities are that 
debate on the measure will be 
projected well into January. 


Bill Faces Month in Conference. 


It is hoped, however, that with the 
arrival of the holiday adjournment 
the Senate can iron out most of the 
rough spots in the tariff program. 
The general opinion is that at least 
a month will be taken by the confer- 
ence committee, which will take over 
consideration of the bill after it has 


been pased by the Senate. 

The Senate Finance Committee will 
meet tomorrow to take up the tax re- 
duction resolution. The measure is 
generally approved by party groups 
in the Senate. Senator George of 
Georgia objects to the provision of 
limiting the proposed cut to indi- 
vidual and corporate income for 1929, 


| favoring a cut applying also to in- 
' come for 1930, but it is understood a 


majority of the committee is opposed 
to such an amendment. The com- 


| mittee is disposed to report the reso- 


lution just as it was passed by the 
House. 

The present plan is to call up the 
resolution in the Senate early next 
week, and the agreement now in the 
making looks to its speedy passage. 


. President Hoover greatly desires to

before Congress enters upon the holi- 
day recess.

November Postal Receipts Rose in 50 Cities; 
Gain Here Is Considered Good Business Sign

WASHINGTON, . Dec. 6.—Postal 
receipts at New York City, which 
are usually a barometer of business, 
in November nearly reached the $7,- 
000,000 mark, having totaled $6,984,- 
360.44, compared with $6,741,281.02 in 
November, 1928, an increase of $243,- 
079.42, or 3.61 per cent. New York’s 
receipts last month were $1,624,456.70 
greater than those of Chicago, the 
nearest competitor. 

Postal receipts at fifty selected 
cities in November showed an in- 


crease of $1,010,131.27, or 3.19 per 
cent over those for the correspond- 
ing month last year, according to 
figures made public today by Post- 
master Brown. The total receipts for 
November were $32,722,800.65 as 
against $31,712,669.38 for November, 
1928.

ACTIVE LOBBY URGED 
BY WOMAN'S PARTY 


Washington Convention Pledges 
Stronger Drive on Congress 
for Equal Rights. 








UPHOLDS SUCH METHODS 





Report Shows a Total of $792,244 
Raised for the Campaign in 
Nation Since 1921.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—More and 
better lobbying than ever in behalf 
of the proposed equal rights amend- 
ment was called for and pledged at 
the opening session this afternoon of 
the .convention here of the National 
Woman's party. 

“There may be too much lobbying 
going on in Washington,”’ said Miss 
Gail Laughlin of Portland, a member 
of the Maine Legislature, who pre- 
sided, ‘‘but there is not nearly 
enough of the right kind.” 

Reporting for the Congressional 
Committee of the party, Miss Maude 
Younger, chairman, said that in the 
matter of interviewing members of 
Congress in the interest of the equal 
rights joint resolution pending in 
both Houses, much remains to be 
done. 

“And it is quite your own fault,” 
she said. ‘‘Every one of you should 
make it a point to call on the mem- 
bers ‘of your State delegation, or to 
see that calls are made on them, 
either here or at home, or both 
Deputations should be frequent, and 
numerous and varied. Senators and 
Representatives always like to see 
their constituents, of course, but it is 
not as interesting for them to see 
the same constituents every time. ’ 


Reports on Finances. 


’ National and State reports were 
submitted showing that a total of 
$792,244 had been raised for the 
equal rights campaign since the 
reorganization of the woman’s party 
in 1921 after the vote was won. 

A balance of $832.69 was reported 
in the general fund; a balance of 
$5,661.49 in the investment fund, fol- 
lowing the condemnation and sale of 
the national headquarters, the site 
of which was chosen for the new 


‘United States Supreme Court build- 


ing; and a balance of $38.91 in the 
publication of Equal Rights, the offi- 
cial organ of the party. 

Mrs. Burnita Shelton Matthews of 
Mississippi reported for the: legal re- 
search department and Miss Maude 
Younger of California spoke for the 
investment fund committee. 

The New York State report read 
by Miss Marion May of New York 
City on behalf of the State chair- 
man, Mrs. Lieber Whittic of Syra- 
cuse, showed a membership in excess 
of 3,000, the principal organized 
branches of the party being in New 
York City, Albany, Syracuse and 
Buffalo. 

“The chief objective of the New 
York State work has been legisla- 
tion,’’ the report stated. 

“In the 1930 session there is good 
reason to expect the passage of the 
equal guardianship bill and hope for 
the restaurant bill, which has once 
been out on the floor of the As- 
sembly,’’ the report stated. 

“The new domicile bill will contain 
provision for a separate right of 
domicile for purposes of taxation. 
The perennial jury service bill will 
remain in its historic form.” 


Industrial Legislation Pressed. 


The issue of special industrial 
legislation for women was charac- 
terized by Mrs. Mary Murray of 
Brooklyn, chairman of the party’s 
National Industrial Council, as ‘‘the 
crux of the whole situation.’’ That 
phase of the equal rights campai 
will be a major feature of the dis- 
cussions at both sessions tomorrow 
and the international dinner tomor- 
row night, at which Mrs. Inez 
Haynes Irwin of New York will pre- 


side. 

The following greeting from Mrs. 
O. H. P. Belmont, president of the 
party, was read: 

“I greatly regret not to be with 
you all. Know this convention will 
be another step in achievements long 
labored for by us.

Mrs. Belmont planned to attend the 
convention, coming from her home 
in Paris, but was prevented from 
sailing at the last moment. Owing 
to her absence, the official dedica- 
tion of the new national headquar- 
ters at 144 B Street, N E, has been 
postponed, 

The historic old mansion which is 
Mrs. Belmont’s gift to the Woman’s 
party will be dedicated when she can 
be present. In the meantime, an in- 
formal reception was given this eve- 
ning by the District of Columbia 
branch to the deiegates attending 
the convention.

Telfer, 25 years old, whose strange 
actions had alarmed his parents, 
fired a bullet through his throat and 
died before reaching a hospital. In 
the pistol battle he had shot Patrol- 
man Earl Huffsmith in the shoulder. 

Huffsmith first noticed Telfer loi- 
tering about the grounds of the home 
of Mrs. Benjamin O. Bowers, 400 
Franklin Place, in the fashionable 
residential section of Plainfield. As 
the house is unoccupied, the police- 
man asked Telfer what he was doing 
on the grounds, receiving evasive 
answers to his queries. For some 
reason Huffsmith turned away, and 
as he did so, Telfer fired a bullet 
through the policeman’s shoulder. 

The policeman drew his own wea- 
pon and fired at Telfer. Both men 
took cover behind trees and for ten 
minutes blazed away at each other. 
One of Huffsmith’s bullets hit Telfer 
in the stomach. The shooting alarmed 
the neighborhood and some one tele- 
phoned. to police headquarters. 

Lieutenant George Loerch rushed 
to the scene in an automobile and 
fired six shots at Telfer, one of which 
struck his wrist. But Telfer was 
not ready to give up. Coming from 
behind his tree, he shouted: 

“Go on and shoot me.”’ 

The policemen told him to drop his 
pistol. Instead of doing so, however, 
the young man placed the pistol 
against his throat and pulled the 
trigger. 

Lieutenant Loerch took both men 
to Muhlenburg Hospital. Telfer died 
on the way, but whether his death re- 
sulted from his own shot or from 
the wound inflicted by Huffsmith 
was not determined. Huffsmith was 
operated upon and remained at the 
hospital. 

The body of the dead man was 
claimed by Francis Telfer, 431 
Watchung Avenue, North Plainfield, 
who identified it as that of his son.

Re- 
cently he had been acting s0 
strangely that the family became 
alarmed. Only this morning, a few 
hours before the shooting, the father 
requested North Plainfield police to 
come to his home to see what could 
be done about the young man. By 
the time Patrolman Joseph McGarry 
arrived at the Telfer home, however, 
the youth had departed.

In Constant Touch With Russell. 


The State Department has been:in 
constant touch with General Russell

Department has never thrown tight 
on that incident and showed no dis- 
position to go into it today.

The purpose of this supervision, it 
was asserted by administration 
spokesmen today, was to help the 95 
per cent of illiterates and uneducated 
in Haiti. Under present conditions 
the West Indian republic is not self- 
governing, as it has no Legislature 
and a very limited method of choos- 
ing a President. Recently President 
Borno, who has held the office sev- 
eral times, announced that he would 
not be a candidate for President in 
the elections next April, and the 
State Department congratulated him 
upon this decision. 

The present American occupation 
of Haiti is by virtue of the treaty of 
1915 between the United States and 
Haiti. The object of this treaty, as 
expressed in the preamble, is to rem- 
edy the condition of the Haitian rev- 
enues and finances, to maintain the 
tranquillity of the republic and to 
carry out plans for the economic de- 
velopment and prosperity of the re- 
public and its people. 

Under the treaty the United States 
pledges itself to aid in the develop- 
ment of agricultural, mineral and 
commercial resources and in the 
establishment of the finances. of 
Haiti on a firm basis. 

The President of Haiti agrees’ to 
appoint, upon nomination by . the 
President. of the United States, a gen- 
eral receiver ana such aids and em- 
ployes as may be necessary, ‘‘who 
shall collect, receive and apply: all 
customs duties on imports a ex- 
ports.’”” He shall also appoint, upon 
nomination by the United States, a 
financial adviser, ‘‘who shall: devise 
an adequate system of public, ac- 
counting, aid in increasing the rev- 
enues and adjusting them to the.ex- 
penses, inquire into the validity of 
the debts of the republic, enlighten 
both governments with reference to 
all eventual debts, recommend im- 
proved methods of collecting and ap- 
plying the revenues, and make such 
other recommendations to the Min- 
ister of Finance as may be deemed 
necessary for the welfare and . pfos- 
perity of Haiti.” a 

Other provisions obligate the Hai- 
tian Government to pay all customs 
duties to the receiver general and 
to’ cooperate with the financial ad- 
viser.

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Dec. 6

General Shih, Heading Disloyal 
Troops, Raises Banner of Re- 
volt Against Nanking.

| CANTON, Dec. 6. — With the 
Kwangsi rebel armies less than 
| fifty miles distant on the river above 
{Samshui, and General Chang Fa- 
, kwei’s ‘‘Ironsides” still nearer, forc- 
jing southward along the railway. 
‘Canton is panicky and under martial 
\law, distracted by rumors and fear- 
‘ing a coup within the city by agents 
, of the enemies’ of Nanking. 

' ‘Two transports of President Chiang 
Kai-shek’s troops arrived from Nan- 
|king and six more are reported en 
route here, but it is feared they have 
turned back to assist General Chiang 
\to crush the new menaces to the 
Central Government from the Pukow | 
mutiny and the Ichang defeat. 

Government agents here declare 
that General Chiang is likely to come 
south in person and may even aban- 
don Nanking to establish a govern- 
ment at Canton from which to re- 
plan the conquest of the country at 
the place he started from in 1926. 

The consolidation of General 
Chiang’s armies in the Canton delta 
is believed to make the defeat of the 
rebels easy, although the mutinies 
and rebellions in Central China are 
embarrassing and widespread. 

The U. S. S. Mindanao returned to 
Canton today after a trip to Hong- 

‘kong and Wuchow. Thirty-two 
Americans — missionaries, attachés, 
the Stout Memorial Hospital and 
Standard Oil staffs—remain at Wu- 
chow despite the fact that they were 
advised to leave. The city has been 
bombed daily for more than a week 
with hundreds of civilians killed, but 
only twenty rebel soldiers. 

Long lines of people are scurrying 
daily into the hills to escape the 
bombers. So many women.and chil- 
dren have been victims of ot 
bombs that a protest was made by 
the head of the Chinese Red Cross 
at Canton, who received promises 
that they would cease. 

Fears of a coup within Canton were 
redoubled by a report that more than 
500 ‘‘Ironsides’’ troops have entered 
the city disguised as workmen. As 
a result, all labor clubs were raided 
by soldiers, hundreds of arrests be- 
ing made with more than a score of 
executions. Theatres and cafés close 
at 9 in the evening; automobiles and 

‘pedestrians are forbidden in the 
streets after 10, when all are stopped 
and searched. 

Refugees are pouring into Canton 
in such numbers from Samshui and 
the upper railway zone that a food 
shortage has resulted and a ration 
of one meal of rice only is furnished 
to refugees. 

Generals Pai Chung-hsi and Li 
Tsung-yen, heroes of Nanking’s cap- 
ture of Peking last year, are now 
directing the Kwangsi rebels above 
Samshui, but their advance seems 
checked by a concentration of Nan- 
king gunboats and the ceaseless ac- 
tivity of Nanking airplanes. - 

Canton admits retreating along the 
railway, but declares that the yield- 
ing is part of their tactics to draw 
the ‘‘Ironsides’’ into a trap. River 
traffic above Canton has been block- 
aded for three weeks with no pros- 
pect of opening Hongkong Harbor, 
congested with idle river steamers. 

If Canton falls, or is bought over, 
it is inevitable that a new govern- 
ment will be founded here in opposi- 
tion to Nanking. There are no signs 
of betrayals at present, but there is 
uneasiness as to the loyalty of com- 
manders of some of the gunboats. 





Alleged Plot Discovered. 


CANTON, Dec. 6 (®).—Canton au- 
thorities revealed today that they 


had discovered an alleged plot by 
Chang Fak-wei, commander of the 
rebellious ‘‘Ironsides’’ division, to 





create disturbances in this city.

ATTACKS ON CANTON 
HIT HONGKONG TRADE 


Interruption Third Within Year 
Due to Uprisings—Cantonese 
Ask Press Censorship.

HONGKONG, Dec. 6.—Hongkong, 
Britain’s island crown colony off the 
China coast, is again suffering an 
interruption of trade for the third 
time within a year because of upris- 
ings around Canton, eighty miles up 
the Pearl River. 

In December the Communists’ 
coup followed the attack on Canton 
made in May, after the Hankow re- 
bellion. Now Canton is assailed by 
the Kwangsi rebels on one side and 
General Chang Fa-kwei’s army on 
another. Though the former are 
conservatives and the latter radicals. 
they are seemingly cooperating in a 
determination to eliminate Nanking’s 
power in South China, and then to 
compromise. Mr. Wang Ching-wei, 
noted radical leader, has just re- 
turned from his European exile and 
is hiding in Hongkong under an as- 
sumed name ready to head the South- 
ern Government if the rebels triumph. 

The Cantonese authorities, on be- 
half of Nanking, have formally pro- 
tested Wang’s presence, but Hong- 
kong refuses to alter the ancient 
policy of giving asylum to political 
refugees. 

The rigid. censorship on the press 
at Canton conceals from the people 
the gravity of the crisis, but the Eng- 
lish language press at Hongkong 
handles the situation frankly. This 
has led to renewed protests by Can- 
ton to Sir Cecil Clementi, Governor 
of Hongkong, asking him to muzzle 
the press here in order to assist the 
Canton régime to weather the storm. 
Sir Cecil has not complied, Hong- 
kong being a British colony and not 
involved in any war. As a result the 
Hongkong newspapers are banned 
from circulation in Canton except in 
Shameen, the small island _ consti- 


tuting the British and French con-' 


cessions there. 


MANCHURIAN MONGOLS 
CLAIM INDEPENDENCE 


Emboldened by Soviet Troops, 
Barga in West of Province 
Declares It Is Free.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Replies 
‘were received today from additionai 
'governments to whom Secretary 
|Stimson appealed as parties to the 


| Russia and China in behalf of peace. 
|Th:3 far responses have been re- 


| ceived from nineteen countries. 
| Those received today were from 
Albania, Egypt and Peru, which said 
they were sending notes to Moscow 
and Nanking along the lines of the 
American communication of last 
Saturday night, and from Turkey 
and Sweden, which approved the 
American step, but which have de- 
layed temporarily in sending notes. 
Other governments which have pre- 
viously informed the State Depart- 
ment that they were sending com- 
munications to the disputants are 
France, Italy, the 
Netherlands, Cuba, Mexico, Panama 
and the Dominican Republic. Those 
which have replied with notes of ap- 
probation to the State Department 


but are not sending communications 
to Russia and China, at least for the 
present, are Japan, Germany, Po 
land, Portugal, Belgium and Czecho- 
slovakia. In all, fifty-three nations 
were invited by the United States to 
join in the movement for peace 
under the anti-war treaty. 


Text of Germany’s Answer. 


The State Department today, with 
the assent of the German Govern- 
ment, gave out the text of the note 
received from Berlin under date of 
Monday last. It read as follows: 


The German. Government has 
noted with deep appreciation the 
generous endeavors of the govern- 
ment of the United States which 
have as their object to preserve 
peace, in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the Kellogg pact, between 
the conflicting parties in the Russo- 
Chinese conflict. 

The German Government, which 
originally assumed the protection 
of the nationals of both countries, 
has had several occasions, because 
of its special position toward both 
parties, to act in the same spirit 
on its own initiative. Thus, it trans- 
mitted to the Soviet Government 
the Chinese proposal that a joint 
declaration be agreed upon by the 
opposing powers to put an end to 
the conflict. Furthermore, on its 
own initiative the German Govern- 
ment made proposals for the ex- 
change of prisoners of both coun- 
tries, in order in this way to re- 
duce the cause of friction between 
them. 

The German Government for its 
part is determined to continue to 
do everything whereby it can con- 
tribute toward assuring that the 
Kellogg past is respected by the 
parties to the conflict. At the pres- 
ent moment the German Govern- 
ment has before it reports to the 
effect that direct negotiations for 
the peaceful composition of the 
conflict have been opened. As the 
German Government is not in pos- 
session of all the facts which would 
enable it to judge of the momen- 
tary status of these negotiations. 
it would like to reserve its decision 
as to the time and form of its fur- 
ther steps in the matter. 

Meanwhile it would express the 
hope that the demarche of the 
American Government may be suc- 
cessful vis-a-vis the two govern- 
ments in that the opposing parties 
desist in accordance with the obli- 
gations assumed under the eences 
pact from hostile measures for the 
achievemert of their aims and that 
the direct negotiations may shortly 
lead to a peaceful settlement of 
the conflicts.

SAYS RUSSIA INITIATED 
IDEA OF STIMSON MOVE 


Caban Ambassador Holds Hague 
Convention of 1899 Established 
Precedence for Action. 








WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (7).—Am- 
bassador Ferrara of Cuba said today 
that Russia, itself, had initiated the 
method by which the United States 
made representations to Soviet Rus- 
sia and China on their duties under 
the Kellogg pact as a result of hos- 
tilities in Manchuria. 

Sefior Ferrara, whose country ap- 
proved the action of the United 
States, said there was no question 
that the Mapchurian situation called 
for action by a third party, not only 
under the Kellogg pact but also 
under The Hague Convention of 1907, 
which asserted the action of States 
foreign to a conflict that might lead 
to war was ‘‘useful and desirable.” 

The Cuban Ambassador asserted 
The Hague Convention was simply a 
revision of a previous convention 
signed in 1889, and that the proposal 
dealing with the action of a third 
State at that conference was initiated 
by the Russian delegation. 

‘It is a curious case—I might call 
it a sarcastic coincidence—that the 
convention of 1899, to which I refer,”’ 
Senor Ferrara said, ‘‘was precisely 
discussed and approved upon a proj- 
| ect presented by the Russian delega- 
‘tion. Article V of this Russian proj- 
ect of 1899 deals with the action of a 
‘third State in the case of a conflict 
1 between two other States and the 
' footnote, explanative of the said arti- 
cles presented by the Russians, 
‘merely indicates it to be a duty of 
| other States to offer mediation of 
| good offices.” 
| The Kellogg pact, the Ambassador 
| said, had merely raised this provi- 
;sion in previous conventions to a 
| substantive right and had given it 
, greater range and force.

SAYS “PACT IS WORKING” 





Sees Growing Sentiment for Peace 
in World—Arrives on Leviathan, 
Which Docks 28 Hours Late. 





Frank B. Kellogg, former Secre- 
tary of State, returned with Mrs. 
Kellogg on the Leviathan yesterday 
from London, where he had gone for 
a brief holiday. He appeared to be 
optimistic about the pact of Paris, 
and declared that sentiment for 
peace was steadily growing among 
the nations of the world. The Soviet 
attitude will not affect the pact in 
the least, he said. 

‘‘Secretary Stimson’s action,’’ Mr. 
Kellogg declared, ‘‘was_ entirely 
timely and proper. I cannot see any 
impropriety in it, nor any reason 
why it should be considered an un- 
friendly act. 

“The pact has had an effect on 
both Russia-and China ever since the 
matter became critical last July. I 
do not think that either country 
wishes to go to war, and I do not 
think they will. That has been my 
opinion for some time.”’ 

Mr. Kellogg added that it was 
perfectly proper, in international 
practice, to call the attention of 
nations to treaty obligations. He 
reiterated his satisfaction with the 
pact, saying: ‘‘Undoubtedly the pact 
is working. It is so considered in 
Europe, I know.”’ 

With regard to the naval confer- 
ence to be held: in London next 
month Mr. Kellogg said: 

“England is now looking forward 
to it and I believe the nations will 
come to an agreement. The chances 
for it are better now than ever be- 
fore. Disarmament, you know, can- 
not be accomplished in a day, nor 
in a year, but it is coming. The 
sentiment in favor of it is steadily 
growing. 

‘“‘All moves toward peace must be 
backed by the judgment of the peo- 
ple, because governments today are 
expressions of the will of the peo- 
ple. When people come to the con- 
clusion that they want peace we 
will have it.”’ 

In London Mr. Kellogg saw Pre- 
mier MacDonald, who expressed sat- 
isfaction with his visit to the United 
States.

PARIS, Dec. 6.—The International 
Conference for the Abolition of Im- 
pott and Export Restrictions and 
Prohibitions, which convened yester- 
jay in Paris, encountered serious 
difficulties at a plenary session this 
morning, when an effort was made 
to evolve an arrangement for putting 
the convention into effect among 
those nations whose signatures have 
been affixed without conditions. 
Sixteen leading industrial countries 
of the world, inclding the United 
States, have ratified the instrument, 
but nine of them have made their 
acceptances contingent upon ratifica- 
tion by Poland and Czechoslovakia 
It was hoped those two countries 
would withdraw from their positions 
and announce willingness to ratify 
or else that the nine hesitant States 
would endorse the pact regardless of 
the Polish and Czechoslovak attitude. 
At this morning’s session, however, 
the two countries reiterated their 
positions. The Poles and Czechs ex- 
plained that it was impossible for 
them. to accept the convention at the 
resent time, and the nine condi- 
ional States—Germany, Belgium; 
France, Italy, Hungary, Rumania, 
Yugoslavia, Luxemburg and Den- 
mark—regretted their inability to 
ratify the pact unless the Poles and 
Czechs signed, 


Asks Signers to Give Position. 


Faced with this pessimistic situa- 
tion, the president of the conference, 


M. Colijn of Holland, requested the | 


delegates of those States which have 
ratified unconditionally — namely, 
Great Britain, the United States, 
Northern Ireland, Holland, Portugal 
and Japan—to ascertain from their 
governments whether they held it 
desirable to place the conyention in 
force at once among the uncondi- 
tional group. The delegates were 
asked to obtain their replies by next 
Tuesday, when the fate of the con- 
ference will be determined. 

In addition to the conditional and 
non-conditional ratifiers, ten other 
countries, which have not ratified at 
all, are attending the conference. To 
these the president addressed an ap- 
peal to join the unconditional group, 
so that an important section of the 
economic world might embark upon 
a new movement for freer trade, if 
not free trade. Abstention from the 
pact of nine conditional States will 
greatly limit its operation. 

If the effort now under way proves 


fruitless it is likely the conference 
i adjourn until early in the 
Spring.

HEIMWEHR MOVES DOOMED 





Reduction of Vienna’s Status Lacks 
Necessary Support—President’s 
Powers to Be Widened.

VIENNA, Dec. 6.—The dangerous 
and long-drawn-out political conflict 
between the Right and the Left in 
Austria is to be eased tomorrow 
morning when the Constitutional 
changes proposed by Chancellor 
Johann Schober will be voted on in 
Parliament. As the result of an 
agreement with the Socialist Oppo- 
sition, the method chosen by Herr 
Schober in preference to the Heim- 
wehr pro to appeal to force, 
many of them will receive a two- 
thirds majority and will thus be- 
come law. ; 

Several of the proposals, among 
them just the ones dearest to the 
hearts of the Heimwehr, will be op- 
posed by the Socialists, however, 
which means: that in default of the 
requisite two-thirds they must be 
dropped. Their proposal tomorrow, 
in view of the certainty of their fate, 
is regarded as a face-saving expe-

tional proposals have meant only a 
euphemism for crippling the Social- 


ist in Austria. - The reduction 
of Vienna from the status of a prov- 
invce to a mere city in Lower Aus- 
tria was their idea of how this 
should be: done, but. in view of the 
stubborn refusal of the Socialists te 
commit suicide this proposal will be 
allowed to go by the tomorrow. 
The only concession will be «the 
granting of .State power of audit

Other features of the government 
bill which will not obtain assent: in- 
clude the investment of the Presi- 
dent with power to proclaim a sort 
of martial law, the reinstitution of 
titles, the revival of the official cen- 
sorship of theatres.and movies and 
the proposals designed to allow con- 
stitutional changes to be made by 
plebiscite. 

The most important changes to 
which general assent will be given 
concern the extension of the powers 
of the President. He will be elected 
by popular vote and have control of 
the ving, © and power to summon and 
dismiss. Parliament, and, in consulta- 
tion with a permanent Parliamentary 
all-party committee, issue govern- 
ment decrees when Parliament is not 
sitting. 

All the Austrian police will be cen- 
tralized under the State instead of 
being controlled by Vienna, 
and all the schools will be controlled 
ed the State instead of by the prov- 
neces.

Government Loses, 246 to 120, 
in Vote of Non-Confidence 
Aided by Communists. 








FEW CHANGES EXPECTED 





Reconstitution With New Premier 
and Labor Minister Forecast— 
Reds Riot Before Our Legation.

WARSAW, Dec. 6.—By a@ majority 
of 246 to 120 the Polish ‘Sejm today 
voted no confidence in the Cabinet 
of Premier Casimir Switalski. The 
resolution asks the resignation of 
the government in which Parliament 
has lost confidence. 

The result was declared amid an 
uproar of protests from government 
supporters. While the ministers 
were vacating the Cabinet benches 
after the declaration their support- 
ers sang the war song of the legion- 
aires of the First Brigade. ; 

The Sejm meeting was adjourned 
by the Speaker sine die pending the 
government’s decision following the 
vote. It is expected that M. Swital 
ski’s Cabinet will resign and that 
another will be formed with Marshal 
Pilsudski and supporters of the dic- 
tator on it, but more acceptable to 
the Sejm. 

At the beginning of the meeting of 
the Sejm today the Communists pro- 

osed to reject the budget in its en- 
irety, but were in a hopeless minor- 





ity, and the budget went to a special | 
committee for second reading. The’ 
Communists then made an 9:tempt 
to a motion of non-confi-ence 
in Marshal Daszynski, the £peiker 
of the Sejm, which, having the sup- 
port of only t was 
dropped. During this vote =he gev- 
ernment bloc t : 

M. Daszynski was re-established in 
the chair and the House resumed de- 
bate on the motion of non-confidence 
in the government. 

Premier Switalski spoke in defense 

of his régime, which he called non- 
partisan and independent of aill 
party combinations in Parliament, 
which, he said, made it more effi- 
cient than any government Poland 
had before Marshal Pilsudki’s access 
to power. 
The Premier tried to make it clear 
that with the present system in 
Poland and the present numerical 
proportion in the Sejm parliamentary 
government was impossible. A 
change of Cabinet, he said, wouid 
cause nothing but trouble. 

Premier Switalski’s speech was the 
first of a series of Ministerial decla- 
rations defending their policies. The 
government bloc joined the Cabinet 
Ministers in obstructing the vote 
until 11 P. M., adding little to what 
already had been said previously. 

It was too late for the capital to 
learn the news tonight of the Cabi- 
net’s defeat. The non-confidence vote 
was considered so certain that the 
public was not very eager to wait 
late for the news. 

Last night Communists tried to 
hold an open air meeting in front of 
the Sejm and today it was closely 

ed, as were adjacent streets, 
by police equipped with gas masks 
and tear bombs. — to the Sejm 
neighborhood was prohibited to ev- 
erybody but deputies and newspaper 
men. The American Consulate was 
specially guarded to prevent Commu- 
nists from repeating last night’s at- 
tack on the building, in which a few 
windows were broken in the protest 
against America’s intervention in the 
Russo-Chinese conflict.

LONDON, Dec. 6.—The lights in 
London’s huge Albert Hall were 
dimmed tonight while 10,000 men 


stood silent a minute for their “elder 
brethren’’ of bifanc ns bt 

It was the fourteen irthday of 
the Toc H—the British bastibtaood 
of service, which began during the 
fighting in Flanders in 1915, and has 
grown to have 20,000 members in all 
the English speakimg countries. 

The only light in the hall came from 
the flickering ‘‘Lamps of Mainte- 
nance,’’ which threw ghostly shadows 
through the auditorium. When the 
silence ended, and the lights went on, 
all the 10,000 joined in proclaiming 
the oath to the dead, ‘‘We Will Re- 
member.”’ 

Most of those at the birthday festi- 
val were between 20 and 30 years of 
age, and few could remember the 
obscure beginnings of the Toc H on 
the Flanders battlefield. Its ‘name 
was the army telegraphers’ language 
for Talbot House—the club behind 
the lines where officers and men 


| 





could meet on equal terms. In De-| 
cember, 1915, Gilbert ‘Talbot, its 
founder, was killed at and 
with his death Toc H had its begin- 
nings. Under the inspiration of the 
Rev. P. B. (Tubby) Clayton, it grew 
quickly almost to world-wide propor- 
tions. 

Former Premier Baldwin spoke at 
tonight’s festival and paid eloquent 
tribute to the usefulness of Toc H 
in -war world. : 

“The West has heard much of ‘the 
evil of war—and war is eviland the 
raystery of mysteries is that we ali 
see good coming out of evil. We have 
seen released by war great forces of 
and good, and we have seen them 
because the veils have been stripped 
from the soul of man. 

“Never was there a. time when 
there was a more widespread long- 
ing im heart and mind for what is 
good throughout the world. This is 
largely a materialistic age, but it is 
a spiritual age too. And shortsighte 
indeed are those who come to the 
conclusion that with this generation 
what has been described as organized | 
religion may have lost some of its| 
force, and yet fail to see that never 
was there a time when people nave 
more searched their own hearts to 
find the narrow path alonz which 
they may walk. 

This afternoon Lord Davidson, for- 
mer Archbishop of Canterbury, un- 
veiled a memorial window at All Hal- 
lows Church, spiritual home of Toc 
H. Tomorrow there will be thanks- 
giving services in Westminster Abbey 
and other churches, and in the eve- 
ning the Prince of Wales—patron of | 
Toc H—will light the new Lamps of 
Maintenance at Albert Hall.

Cable Repair Ships Report Some 
Soundings Show Moving of 
the Fishing Banks. 


HALIFAX, N. S., Dec. 6 (Canadian 
Press).—That the bed of the North 





Atlantic was shifted as a result of 
the earthquake of Nov. 18 was indi- 
cated here tonight in reports from 
cable ships assigned to the task of 
repairing the submarine breaks. 
Sonic soundings showed that the 
floor of the ocean had been moved 
and that the fishing banks had 
shifted as a result of the disturb- 
ance. 

Breaks in the cables connecting the 
Old World with the New have been 





plotted over an area 400 miles south 
east and 300 miles northeast of Hali- 
fax. In some cases several breaks 
occurred in the same cable over a 
distance of 100 miles. 

The ships at present at sea en- 
gaged in the work of repairing the 
cables are the John W. Mackay, 
Edouard Jeremac, Lord Kelvin and 
Cyrus Field. In addition the Cam- 
bria, All-America, Faraday and Do- 
minia have been assigned.

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FARM INCOME ROSE 
IN 1998-29 SEASON 


Secretary Hyde Reports That 
Return of $12,527,000,000 
Is Highest Since 1925. 








VALUES GAIN $400,000,000 





He Sees Satisfactory Outlook in 
Crop Return, Better Credit and 
Federal Board Aid.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Agricul- 
tural conditions are gradually im- 
proving and total income for the crop 
year 1929-30 should equal or exceed 
that of the previous year, although 
widespread drought reduced crop 
yields materially, Secretary Arthur 
M. Hyde stated today in the annual 
report of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Gross farm income for 1928- 
29 was $12,527,000,000, which was 
higher than for any season since 
1920-21, except 1925-26. 

Mr. Hyde estimated the farm popu- 
lation of the United States on Jan. 
1 at 27,511,000, as compared with 
32,076,960 in January, 1910, and 
added that the 1929 figure was the 
smallest in more than twenty years. 
The gross movement of persons from 
farms to towns was 1,960,000 in 1928, 
but this was partly offset by the 
movement of 1,362,000 persons from 
cities, leaving a net loss to the farms 
of 598,000. This compared with 604,- 


000 in 1927 and 1,020,000 in 1926. As | 


the number of births far @mceeded 

deaths in 1928, the net loss in farm 

population was put at 188,000. ~ 
The report said that the farmers 


were still overburdened with debt as 
a result of the liquidation of values 
following the war and that in 1928 
the farm mortgage debt was esti- 
mated at $9.468.526,000, as compared 
with $7,857,700,000 in 1920. 


Farm Values Increase. 
In the last two seasons, however, 


ucts is estimated to have totaled 
$9,949,000,000, or an increase of $79,- 
000,000 over the corresponding figure 
for 1927-28. 

Income Did Not Gain in Propertien. 

“Net income of the farmers did 
not increase proportionately because 
farm operating costs, taxes, and in- 
terest on debts advanced somewhat. 
The income available for living on 
the farm, including the value of the 
farm products used by families, was 
only about $16,000,000 greater than 
in the previous season.’”’ 

Mr. Hyde declared that wheat 
growers will get a better price for 
a smaller crop this year, and that a 
smaller world crop has raised the 
world price of wheat. 

Further improvement in the live 
stock industry and the favorable 
position of the dairy industry, though 
‘not as marked as in 1928, were noted 
in the report. . 

Mr. Hyde said that American farm 
workers using mechanical power 
produce from two to five times as 
‘much as similar workers in the older 
countries of Europe. He mentioned 
the increase in the number of trac- 
tors manufactured and said 853,000 
were used in 1928. 

Taxes om the farms continued to 
increase slightly during the year, 
and for the country as a whole the 
increase amounted to about 1% per 
cent, Mr. Hyde said. He emphasized 
that farm credit remained costly iz 
many parts of the country, notwith- 
standing a great improvement in 
agricultural credit facilities. 


Says Credit Is Costly in the South. 


In parts of the South, he said, a 
substantial portion of credit used by 
the farmers was obtained from mer- 
chants, taking the form of time pay- 
ments for goods purchased, He said 
the cost of such credit averaged 
more than 25 per cent per annum. 
“Credit for fertilizer obtained on 
this plan generally ccsts about 35 
per cent,’’ he said.

The congestion of wheat at termi- 
nal markets, the bureau said, ‘‘prob- 
ably cost producers in the United 
States who sold their wheat from 
the middle of July through Septem- 
ber, on the average about 10 cents a 
bushel.’’ 

The crash in the securities mar- 
kets, the bureau stated, has had 
some temporary effect upon prices 
of grains, cotton and butter. . 

“There is naturally a good deal of 
speculation,’’ it added, ‘‘as to the 

robable industrial situation this 

nter and any significance thereof 
to farmers. Opinion seems to be that 
if a downward change in business 
should occur, it would probably af- 
fect cotton and wool and possibly 
butter, lamb, eggs and various semi- 
luxury products to some extent. On 
the other hand, the present strong 
position of cattle, dairy, pt psi 
corn and potato producers should | 
contribute a substantial element of | 
stability to the whole business situa-| 
tion.”’ | 

World supplies of wheat, the 
bureau said, appeared to be from 
300,000,000 to 330,000,000 bushels be- 
low that of the 1928-29 crop year, 
but the carryover in principal ex- 
porting countries on Aug. 1 was in- 
creased around 200,000,000 bushels 
over the preceding year. 

“‘Most of this accumulation,’’ the 
bureau said, ‘‘was accounted for in 
larger market stocks in North Amer- 
ica.

ly after noon yesterday. 

Nathan Schair, 50, the blind man, 
who lived at 755 Gerard Avenue, the 
Bronx, and was a hosiery salesman, 
received a fractured skull and in- 
ternal injuries when knocked to the 
pavement by the falling pipe.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 6.—With 
Feace prevailing in Mexico, Pasqual 
Ortiz Rubio elected for the next con- 
stitutional term as President of the 
United States of Mexico, and with 
every indication that general stabil- 
ity has descended on this country, 
rent for many years by internal 
strife, it is now possible to review 
th> economic condition of the repub- 
lic, and, from that important base.

Serious Problems Foreseen. 


Those are the salient features in 
a comparison of the 1929 and 1930 
budgets, and opinion in financial cir- 
cles is that if the budget is approved 
by the Deputies, it will create a 
problem of some seriousness for the 
new. administration. 

In gag to Mexico’s efforts to 
stabilize her finances, 
ground should be reviewed. 

From 1910 until 1920 the situation 
was chaos and since 1920 three major 
rebellious movements have had to be 
faced.

That promise, if found prac- 
tical of accomplishment, coupled 
with continued payment for current 
necessities and salaries, would result. 
in such a basic reform in Mexican 
finance as even the most optimistic 
could not nave expected a short time 


ago. 

As for next year’s budget, it is felt 
here that if the increase of more 
than 7,000,000 yeni in the assign- 
ment for the Department of Com- 
munications is intended for intensi- 
fied development of road construc- 
tion, it is commended, as in all coun- 
tries money invested in such con- 
struction has proved to be a sound 
investment. 

On the other hand, diverse views 
are held as to the wisdom of spend- 
ing over 23,000,000 pesos by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. That 
amount, it is presumed, would go 
mainly for continuance of irrigation 
projects. Senor Ortiz Rubio, in a re- 
cent interview, said that when irri- 
gation schemes now proposed yield 
their harvest, a smaller amount of 
foodstuffs will have to be imported 
into Mexico. That is true, but as 
a world problem irrigation projects 
have proved they are a most difficult 
{means of obtaining adequate return 
of the national expenditure. 

Criticism for Health Item. 

One other item in Mexico’s 1930 
budget might also be mentioned 
and that is the increase in the ap- 
propriation for the Public Health De- 
partment of 8,800,000 pesos, as 
against 7,100,000 in 1929. Child wel- 
fare and general improvement in 

ublic health facilities must always 

e matters of concern to nations, 
but an increase of close to 33 per 
cent. in a single year is in some quar- 
ters considered of questionable justi- 
fication. 

Finally, and without in any way 
minimizing the real progress made 
since General Calles and Senor 
Montes de Oca started a couple of 
years ago to reorganize Mexican 
finance, in some quarters it is felt 
that next year’s budget lacks some 
lof the redeeming features of those

The company asserts that 
enough employes remained loyal to

The district 
arbitration board will take a vote of 
the employes, and if the majority 
support the strike movement it will 
be declared legal; otherwise the gov- 
ernment support will be withdrawn. 


Deputies Vote Approval. 


The Chamber of Deputies adopted

WORCESTER UNVEILS 
PIONEER MEMORIAL 
Work of Manrice Sterne Depicts 
Straggles of the Settlers on 
Bay State Frontier.

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 6.—The 
Rogers-Kennedy Memorial to the pio- 
neers, the work of Maurice Sterne, 
one-time New York City newsboy, 
was unveiled and accepted by the 
city today.

COURT ORDERS TRIAL 
ON WNYG PROGRAMS 


Appellate Division Holds City 
Station Must Reply to Charges 


It Is Being Misused. 








FRANKLIN FORD CRITICIZED 





His Brief Ordered Stricken Out as 
“Scandalous,” but Municipality Is 
Directed to Meet the Issue. 


The broaccasting py the city’s 
radio station, WNYC, will be con- 
siderably curtailed if a decision yes- 
terday by the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court in the suit of 


Franklin Ford, head of Station 
WHAP, against Mayor Walker and 
Albert Goldman, Commissioner of the 
Department of Plant and Structures, 
is upheld. 

Mr. Ford sued as a taxpayer to 
prevent waste of city funds on the 
ground that the station was being 
used for matters not connected witn 
official or departmental purposes. 
He cited broadcasts of communion 
breakfasts of the Holy Name So- 
ciety of the Roman Catholic Church 
for its members in the Police and 
Fire Departments, and also the city 
reception to Cardinal Bonzano at the 
City Hall. 

The city applied to Supreme Court 
Justice Ingraham to dismiss the 
complaint on the ground of insuffi- 
ciency. In granting the motion Jus- 
tice Ingraham said that the plaintilt 
‘relied upon a charge that the action 
of the officials in question in per- 
mitting such broadcasting is illegal,’’ 
and added, ‘‘Mere illegality; however, 
is not enough.” 


Ford’s Brief Ruled Out. 

In reversing this decision and di- 
recting the defendan®fs to answer the 
complaint, the Appellate Division 
said: ‘‘We express no opinion upon 
the merits of the controversy. We 
hold only that the complaint states 
a cause of action.” 

In regard to Mr. Ford’s allegations 


that the station had been used for 
broadcasting the proceedings at vari- 
ous unofficial gatherings and that 
these gatherings were to further the 
interests of a religious body, the Ap- 
pellate Division said: 

“The language of the complaint and 
if the appellant’s brief is intem- 
pole and discioses a _ passionaie 

igotry inappropriate in any docu- 
ment which is to find its place ta 
the records of an American court. 
We may ignore these allegations, but 
we may not permit them to under- 
mine the effect of the proper andj 
appropriate allegations which accom- 

any them. The. brief for the appe¢l- 
ant is ordered stricken from the files 
of the court as scandalous and ir- 
relevant.”’ 

The decision notes that in the reso- 
lution authorizing the construction 9f 
WNYC the Board of Estimate was 
careful not to violate the constitu- 
tional provision that the city has no 
right to use its money for private 
purposes and adds: 

“The resolution distinctly provides 
that such station was to be used as 
an adjunct to the Police and Fire 
Departments and to such other de- 
partments ‘as may require or use 
such service.’ In the absence of 
further action by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, the city 
may spend funds for the mainte- 
nance of the broadcasting station 
only in so far as it is used for the 
purposes set forth in the resolution 
authorizing its construction. The 
uses complained of are not those of 
the Police Department, the Fire De- 
ec or any other city depart- 
ment.”’ 


City’s Course Uncertain. 


In the absence from the city of 
Corporation Counsel Hilly, who was 
in Washington, no decision was 
made as to the future course of the 
suit or its effect on WNYC broad- 
casting pending a final ruling. 
Under the law the city could apply 
for permission to take the case at 
once to the Court of Appeals on the 
question of the sufficiency of the 
complaint, or could accept yester- 
day’s ruling, file an answer and try 
the case on all the issues involved. 

One of the city’s counsel said last 
night that an appeal from a final 
judgment would appear to be the 
most satisfactory method of deter- 
mining the extent to which the law 
permits the city to broadcast. He 
added that the decision would ‘‘seem 
to amount to a caution” to the city 
authorities in the future use of the 
station. 

Concerning the city’s right, under 
the decision, to broadcast entertain- 
ment features, such as the Goldman 
Band concerts, and educational sub- 
jects not connected with any city de- 
parmental activity, the attorney sug- 
gested that the Department of Parks 
might sponsor the music from vari- 
ous city parks and the Department 
of Public Welfare become accredited 
with other entertainment or educa- 
tional features.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Ra- 
dio Commission today issued a new 
general order dealing with the 
broadcasting of phonograph records 
and mechanical piano-players, and 
requiring all broadcasting stations to 
announce ‘‘clearly and distinctly the 
character of all mechanical reproduc- 
tions broadcast by them, the an- 
nouncement to immediately precede 
th. broadcasting of each record.” 

“In such announcements,’’ said the 
order, ‘‘each talking machine, phono- 
graph or graphophone record. used, 
whatever its character, shall be de- 
scribed by the use of the exact 
words:

The statement by Mr. Fox announc- 
ing the trusteeship was given out last 
night in the executive .office of 
Roxy’s Theatre, the largest and most 
costly of the theatres owned by the 
Fox interests. Mr. Fox himself was 
not present, but the statement was 
handed out by Courtlandt Smith, 
general manager of the Fox Movie- 
tone Corporation, and generaily re- 
garded as being as close to Mr. Fox 
in his business dealings as any man, 
and Glendon Allvine, director of pub- 
licity for the Fox Film Corporation. 


Mr. Fox’s Statement. 
The statement as issued read: 


The board of directors of the 
Fox Film Corporation has declared 
today the usual quarterly dividend 
payable to stockholders of record 
as of Dec. 31, 1929. 

In connection with this action 
the directors authorized the fol- 
lowing statement: 

During the past year the Fox 
Theatres Corporation purchased 
substantial holdings of stock in 

Loew’s, Inc. The Fox Film Cor- 
poration has pecans sd ami 
stock of the Gaumont eatres in 
England. Both: purchases were 
and are regarded as important and 
valuable in connection with the 
development of the business of the 
corporations. It was contemplated 
that the purchase of the Loew

purchases and it was expected to 


make permanent financial ar- 
rangements prone. 
To facilitate the permanent fi- 


nancing at the earliest possible 
date and the working out of a 
practical plan for the acquisition 
of the assets of Loew’s, Inc., Wil- 
liam Fox, who owns the control 
of the voting stock of Fox Film 
and the Fox Theatres Corporation, 
has requested H. L. Stuart of Hal- 
sey, Stuart & Co.;:John E. Otter- 
son, president of the Electrical Re- 
search Products, Inc. (a. subsid- 
iary of the Western Electric Com- 
pany), and William Fox to-act as 
trustees, and they have accepted.

York City theatres. 

Mr. Fox planned to amalgamate al.

company, according to a well in- 
formed source. The Fox Film Cor- 
poration capital stock was increased 
from 1,000.000 shares to 5,000,000 
shares, and at the time this, by in- 
creasing the Class A stock from 900,- 
000 to 4,900,000, was understood to 
be in preparation for the amalgama- 
tion of all interests and the stock 
offering for the permanent financing 
of the acquisitions. 

Before the plans for the stock of- 
fering and amalgamation could be 
matured the decline in the stock 
market came and it is understood 
that Mr. Fox could not get the stock 
offering underwritten. It was this 
which caused Mr. Fox, for the first 
time in his career, to seek outside 
help. 

The Fox Film Corporation is the 
largest of the Fox holdings and Mr. 
Fox has always been credited with 
holding all of the Class B stock of 
the corporation, in which the voting 
power of the company is vested. It 
was incorporated in 1915,. but did 
not come to the fore as one of the 
leading motion picture producing 
companies until about three years 
ago. It was the first company to 
take out a license for the production 
of talking motion pictures through 
the sound-on-film method and it was 
a pioneer in this form of entertain- 
ment in association with Western 
Electric Company and later with 
Electrical Research Products, Inc., 
when this company was formed to 
take over the estern Electric taik- 
ing motion picture interests. The 1-- 
sult was that when iia | pictures 
became popular the Fox Film Cor- 
poration immediately became one of 
the leaders of the industry. 

The first big expansion move of the 
corporation by ourchase of com- 
panies was in February, 1928, when 
the corporation acquired the Wesico 
Corporation, which controlled the 
West Coast Theatres. Through the 
franchises held by these theatres Fox 
got a one-third interest in First Na- 
tiona] Pictures, Inc., at that time re- 
garded as one of the big three pro- 
ducing companies. Mr. Fox made a 
determined effort to obtain a con- 
trolling interest in First National, 
but when Warner Brothers Pictures, 
Inc., took over the Stanley chain of 
theatres, the control] of First Nation- 
al passed to Warner Brothers. Fox 
offered as high as $40,000,000 for the 
Warner holdings, according to a 
statement by Harry Warner, presi- 
dent of Warner Brothers, and then 
a few weeks ago sold his third inter- 
est to Warners for $10,000,000.

Began Career With $1,667. 


Mr. Fox last October celebrated the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his en- 
trance into motion pictures. His en- 
trance was marked with an invest- 
ment of $1,667 for a one-third inter- 
est in a 100-seat nickelodeon in 
Brooklyn. He early showed the char- 
acteristic which has marked his 
whole career in pictures of working 
alone by buying out his partners as 
soon as frugal living permitted him 
to save enough out of his profits to 
do so. Profits went into acquisition 
of other theatres and by 1912 he had 
gained for himself a commanding 
position in the motion-picture exhib- 
ing field. He is credited with be- 
ing chiefly responsible for the 
smashing of the old General Film 
Company monopoly when the gov- 
ernment brought its suit, which led 
to the dissolution of the General 
Film patents operations. 

Mr. Fox remained an exhibitor un- 
til 1914. He was then at the head 
of a theatre company for the show- 
ing of pictures, and had also entered 
into the vaudeville business in a 
small way. Dissatisfied with the 
type of pictures he was getting, he 
formed his own picture-producing 
organization and the following year 
incorporated the producing organi- 
zation into the present Fox Film Cor- 
poration. He also built up his vaude- 
ville interests and continually ex- 
panded his theatre chain. The ac- 
quisition of the interest in the Brit- 
ish Gaumont Company carries with 
it an interest in the largest chain 
of motion-picture theatres in that 
country. 

Mr. Fox has never made any an- 
nouncement as to his personal for- 
tune, but persons who should be in a 
position to know have estimated it 
during the past year at from $50,- 
000, up. e extent to which the 
recent stock market crash damayed 
this personal fortune has also been

Contrary to Precedent, Prizes Will 
Not Be Awarded Till Week 
of Dec. 19. 


The American, Water-Color Society 
and the New York Water-Color Club 
opened their-annual exhibition last 
night with a reception at the Ameri- 
can Fine Arts Society Building, 21= 
West Fifty-seventh- Street. 

Contrary to the precedent of thesc 
societies and other art organizations 
here, ‘the prize awards were not made 
before the opening of the show, but 
have been postponed until Dec. 19, a 
week before the end“of the exhibi- 
tion. . The. purpose of this departure 
from custom is to stimulate gréatcr 
interest among visitors to the show. 
Heretofore much of the interest has 
been concentrated in the prize-win- 
ning pictures and some of the others 
have not received due attention from 
the public. 

By delaying the awards, the sucie- 
ties also enable their juries of award 
to get some idéa of visitors’ reactions 
to the various paintings. This 
scheme has been tried out in Phila- 
delphia and is said to have proved 
satisfactory. In addition to the 
prizes which have been awarded an- 
nually at these, shows, a new prize

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THE SENATE AS A CLUB. 


For a jong time it has been cer- 
tain that the Senate would refuse to 
seat WILLIAM S. VARE of Pennsyl- 
vania. Long familiarity with an im- 
pending. act, even one so unjust as 
this, breeds indifference in the pub- 
lic mind. When it was first clear 
that Mr. VARE would not be admitted, 
there were expressions of indigna- 
tion in many quarters. Now, when 
three years have passed, there will 
not be so many. Even when its com- 
mittee, after spending nearly $200,- 
000 for investigating WILLIAM B. 
WILSON’s election contest against 
Mr. VARE, reported that his choice 
had been legally made, the Senate 
majority did not change its mind 
about the ouster. The fact that his 
large expenditures had been made in 
& party primary—a State, not a na- 
tional, poll—and that his opponents 
had spent more than Mr. VARE did, 
made no difference to the Senate 
majority. From the viewpoint of 
these Senators, he had violated a 
canon lying somewhere between 
taste and morals, and they were de- 
termined not to sit with him. By a 
vote of 58 to 22 yesterday they ad- 
hered to their determination to ex- 
clude him. 

It is agreed by all authorities that 
the. Senate has the stark power to 
shut out a member-elect if, as has 
often been said, “it does not fancy 
the color of. his hair.” Like the 
board of governors of a club, it can 
reject a man without giving any 
reason. “ The Senate shall be the sole 
judge of its own membership,” said 
the organic law, which at the same 
time decreed that each State should 
have two Senators. The irresistible 
force of the latter provision met, in 
' this instance, the immovable object 
of the former; the Senate would not 
budge; and Pennsylvania was denied 
her rights under the Constitution. 
Here again is one of those conflicts 
of law which generally provoke in- 
justice. In this affair the majority 
had nothing to fear. A few cham- 
pions of the spirit-of democratic in- 
stitutions might publicly complain, 
but the indifferent masses of home 
constituents would nod in agreement 
with the explanation that “ VARE is 
“a political boss and tried to buy 
“his way in.” Pennsylvania might 
demand her rights, but she could-not 
secede. So the job being feasible, 
it was done. And only a handful of 
Republican Senators protested by 
their votes against the high-handed 
procedure, fraught’ with many dis- 
turbing possibilities hereafter. 

If it be true that Governor FISHER 
is to appoint JosEPH R. GRUNDY to 
the vacant seat, Pennsylvania will 
be amply avenged on the Senate 
majority. As a private citizen he 
faced the fire of its lobby committee 
and managed to leave several ar- 
rows sticking in thin hides. As a 
Senator he would no longer be sub- 
ject to bully-ragging and brow-beat- 
ing, and his late assailants will be 
the targets for some expert marks- 
manship.. Instead of having — as 
for recent years —only one Sena- 
tor, Pennsylvania, with Reep and 
GRUNDY, will at times seem to have 
three.

FOR A CLEANER CITY. 

* Speaking “as médical men, we 
object to this sort of rank filth,” 
was the comment yesterday of two 
distinguished members of the Acad- 
emy of Medicine, when shown photo- 
graphs | jof the, system of garbage 
collecting in New York.

of present-day interstate .transmis- 
sion.

While we have boasted about the jghows that interstate transfer of 


superiority of our plumbing, we 
have neglected to clean up our back 
yards and persist in leaving our 
streets full of refuse and dirt. 

To be sure, conditions are not so 
bad now as they were in the “ good 
old days.” It is only about a cen- 
tury since pigs were considered as 
among the most important agents of 
street cleaning. In certain cities of 
Asia they still act as scavengers. 
Elsewhere dogs are of great help. 
But we pride ourselves on our pas- 
sion for modernity and are smug in 
our belief that we have the best of 
everything in the world. When the 
wind chokes us with dust from the 
streets, we smother our annoyance 
with the delusion that the streets of 
Europe are much dirtier. When we 
see our parks and subway stations 
fouled with soiled newspapers and 
other refuse, we say to ourselves: 
“Isn’t it wonderful that our city is 
so much cleaner than Chicago?” 

The truth is, as Dr. SOPER pointed 
out in an article in THE NEW YORK 
TIMEs last month, New York’s meth- 
od of collecting and disposing of gar- 
bage is antiquated. The large cities 
of Europe employ suitable trucks 
and keep the streets constantly 
clean. Much detailed information 
about the systems in use there has 
been gathered by the experts, and is 
to be presented next week at a pub- 
lic meeting. Unfortunately, the pres- 
ent plan is not to show the pictures 
taken here and‘ abroad, for fear of 
giving offense to the political au- 
thorities in this city charged with 
supervision of garbage removal. 

While thefe is nothing to be 
gained by antagonizing the city au- 
thorities, we ought not to be so 
tender of their feelings as to fail to 
present the contrast graphically. 
The problem is not to allocate blame 
for present conditions in New York 
but to help devise practical and ef- 
fective methods of improving them. 
Much is to be learned from studying 
the experience of other cities. Surely 
New York authorities cannot take 
exception to being shown photo- 
graphs which indicate the manner 
in which the Europeans do the work. 
They are aware that New York’s 
system needs improvement. All that 
they stipulate is that such changes 
as they may inaugurate must not 
be too costly. . 





HOOVER ON THE UTILITIES. 


The paragraphs in President Hoo- 
VER’S message devoted to the regula- 
tion of public utilities are signifi- 
cant, not alone because of the wide- 
spread interest in this subject 
aroused by pending investigations 
and legislation, but also because 
they seem to confirm the impres- 
sion gathered from other recent ut- 
terances that he has to some extent 
modified his earlier views on the sub- 
ject. He has always been a stanch 
believer in State control. Some 
years ago, when he was Secretary 
of Commerce, he delivered an ad- 
dress before the National Associa- 
tion of Railroad and Utilities Com- 
missioners on.‘ Why the Public In- 
“terest Requires State Rather Than 
“ Federal Regulation of Electric and 
“Public Utilities.” The headings in 
that address sufficiently indicate his 
attitude at that time. “ Public Dan- 
“ ger in Further Federal Centraliza- 
“tion,” “ Economic Character of In- 
“terstate Power—No Parallel With 
“ Railways,” “ Individual States Have 
Full Control Over Interstate Power,” 
“No Federal Authority Required,” 
“The States Are Powerful Enough 
to Rule in Their Own House,” and 
so on. 

Then only about 4 per cent of 
the country’s electric current was 
crossing State lines. In the inter- 
vening years the proportion has in- 
creased to more than 10 per cent 
of the total. In the interval the 
Supreme Court has handed down a 
number of decisions which make lo- 
cal control in some instances more 
difficult. On the heels of State and 
Federal inquiries has.come a de- 
mand for more effective regulation. 
Mr. HOOVER is no doubt well aware 
of all these developments. In his 
annual message he appears still as 
the champion of the States. They 
have built up their own regulatory 
systems, which are able to cope with 
90 per cent of all traffic in power. 
He has no desire to interfere with 
this control. . “There are cases, 
“however, of interstate character 
“beyond the jurisdiction of the 
“States.” To deal with them he 
proposes joint action between differ- 
ent State commissions made effec- 
tive through a rehabilitated Federal 
Power Commission, which would, be 
given authority to act on its own in- 
itiative “in case of disagreement.or 
non-action by the States.” : 

Here is a strong hint of adminis- 
tration support, in principle at least, 
for one feature of Senator CoUZENS’s 
bill to establish an interstate 
commission on communications and 
power. The present draft .of that. 
legislation, however, goes far beyond 
what the President appears to have 
in mind. It has met with consider- 
able opposition among the State 
commissions and also among invest~ 
tent bankers. The public utilities 
themselves have for the most part | 


remained silent. A Senate commit-'|, 


tee is about to hold hearings: on the 


bill, and its sponsor. recently re-| 


quested the Federal Trade Commis-

HAITIAN UNREST. 

Disturbances in Haiti requiring 
the proclamation of martial law in 
Port au Prince and Cape Haitien 
may seem unimportant because they 
have taken the form of petty strikes 
in .the customs office and among 
students and dock laborers, but they 
cannot be dissociated from politi- 
cal conditions. President BoRNO, who 
has been in office since 1922, not by 
vote of the people but by declaration 
of the Council of State, has made 
two significant announcements re- 
cently: that there would be no legis- 
lative elections next year and that 
he will. not be a candidate in the 
Presidential election in April. The 
State Department at Washington 
has congratulated President BORNO 
upon his decision to retire. His suc- 
cessor will be elected by the Council 
of State. Not long ago President 
BorNO expressed the opinion offi- 
cially that the people of Haiti were 
too illiterate to be trusted to elect 
the head of the State. They are not 
represented by a Legislature of their 
choice. Yet not far away, in Porto 
Rico, illiterates are permitted to 
vote by symbols that appear on the 
ballot. 

The people of Haiti, some of whom 
are qualified by education to vote 
and who influence those who are not 
so qualified, understand that the 
next President will be elected by the 
Council of State in April and believe 
that he will be acceptable to the 
American High Commissioner, but 
they-do not know who he will be. 
Naturally, they are dissatisfied, and 
the old “ruling class” encourages 
them in that attitude. The strikes 
may be merely gestures, but they 
are not spontaneous. Agitators are 
behind them. A general strike, if it 
could be contrived, would be awk- 
ward for the military occupation 
and might give a great deal of 
trouble. 

The Haitians know that President 
HOOVER in his message to Congress 
intimated that he is considering the 
dispatch of a commission of inquiry 
to look into the administration prob- 
lem, While believing that a solution 
would be difficult, he declared that 
“in a large sense” the United States 
does not wish to be represented 
abroad by marines. The Haitians 
cannot be blamed for thinking that 
the views of President HOOVER give 
them hope of a different form of 
government from the one they now 
live under. They have prospered un- 
der the discipline of military author- 
ity; but, unfortunately, they have 
not been prepared for self-govern- 
ment by the officials representing 
the United States. Something is 
wrong in the system imposed upon 
them, and it should be exposed and 
corrected. 








ENTERPRISING PHILADELPHIA. 


New York has for years been talk- 
ing about an industrial museum, but 
has made only a modest beginning 
in starting one worthy of this com- 
munity. Chicago, by means of Mr. 
JULIUS ROSENWALD’S munificent con- 
tribution, is already organizing a 
museum of this kind on a magnifi- 
cent scale. Now Philadelphia’s pri- 
vate enterprise, under the leadership 
of Mr. Cyrus H. K. CURTIS, has un- 
dertaken to build an institute of 
“monumental” proportions as a me- 
morial to BENJAMIN FRANKLIN that 
will include in its even wider scope 
a like museum, the city itself co- 
operating to the extent of provid- 
ing a site: 

Mr. HOWARD MCCLENAHAN, secre- 
tary of the existing Franklin Insti- 
tute,. described it as an institution 
for “ vitalizing science.” It is more 
than that: it is an institution for 
popular culture, which will illustrate 
the discoveries and inventions by 
which .men have come into posses- 
sion of their’ present conveniences 
and comforts, and which by dis- 
seminating such knowledge will fur- 
nish a stimulus, especially to youth- 
ful minds, to push on to further 
achievements. Special. research will 
thus stand on a higher general level.

Even without a Franklin, New 
York should be able to do what Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia have done 
and will do. The New York Histori- 
cal Museum is now practically pro- 
vided for, both as to site, building 
and endowment. New York’s next 
great institution for popular culture 
should be the industrial museum— 
or, as Mr. TOWNE named it in his 
generous bequest, the Museum of 
the Peaceful Arts. Dr. VON MILLER, 
director of the famous Deutsches 
Museum in Munich, is in New York 
and is able to tell us how to go 
about making even a greater mu- 
seum than the model one which he 
has created. 








OPERA HOUSE PLANS. 


An evil fate seems to pursue the 
project for a new opera house in 
New York. Its need has been long 
admitted. The present building on 
Broadway at Thirty-ninth Street is 
not merely unsightly and wholly out 
of keeping with the splendid stage 
reached by American architecture, 
but is badly planned and offers many 
obstacles to the production of mod- 
ern opera on a grand and spectacu- 
lar scale. Both patrons and directors 
have wished for a nobler and more 
commodious building. But now, after 
the failure of the plan to house the 
opera in Fifty-seventh Street, comes 
the announcement that the subse- 
quent hope of erecting a magnifi- 
cent and convenient structure in the 
midst of the so-called ‘“‘ Rockefeller 
City,” to be developed north of For- 
ty-eighth Street, has been. aban- 
doned. The reasons given are a little 
mystifying, but there appears to be 
no doubt that the scheme which 
seemed so auspicious, and which was 
received with so much favor by mu- 
sic lovers, has been definitely given 
up. 

However disappointing this may 
be, it should not mean the end of an 
endeavor to give to this metropolis 
an. opera house comparable with 
even the second best of Europe. 
With the finest and most successful 
opera company in the world, it is a 
reproach to New York that it has 
no home outwardly suggesting its 
inward supremacy. The old building 
was serviceable enough in its way at 
the time it was erected, but that was 
before the genius of American archi- 
tecture had flowered in a way to 
astonish the world. In the magnifi- 
cent procession of our public build- 
ings, the old opera house has lagged 
far behind. The hope will be general 
that its owners and directors will 
take the present check in their plans 
for a new building only as an incite- 
ment to even greater and more gen- 
erous efforts to provide a setting fit 
for the musical jewel which they 
have in their possession. 





MEN’S DRESS REFORM. 


At last dress reform in England 
has passed out of the hands of dilet- 
tantes and cranks. To achieve its 
purposes they are embodied in a 
political organization, the Men’s 
Dress Reform party. A vote is but 
a counter. Clothes are the man, 
according to a philosophy not yet 
outworn. Why should _ exterior 
democracy conform more and more 
to a conventional pattern? If the 
bureaucracy is stripping the citizen 
of freedom, he might console himself 
a little by achieving freedom in 
dress. The general object of the 
new party, according to a report of 
its committee, is to encourage indi- 
viduality of style. Why then does 
the committee submit, though only 
tentatively, suggestions for substi- 
tuting new conventions for the old? 

Why should it attempt to impose 
the ‘* Byron” collar?) Not by eman- 
cipation of necks are independence 
and individuality of costurne to be 
achieved. GOETHE showed less neck 
than GEORGE GORDON, and was in- 
comparably the greater poet and 
man. A hanging tie may be worn 
with a low collar, say these timid 


‘souls. One hopes that there are 


braver men who. will revive the ruff. 
Likewise, this very Winter, the muff, 
after the manner of Sir’ WALTER 
RALEIGH and other mighty Eliza- 
bethans.

Court. flatly there is often no 
way of proving which 
ones are mistaken or lying.

Once 
in a while, however, a clever law- 
yer will devise some means of aiding 
the jury to come to the right conclu- 
sion. 

Not long ago London was agitated 
over one of its periodical divorce 
cases. The critical piece of evidence 
consisted of descriptions of what 
went on in a certain drawing room. 
as seen through a keyhole. Counsel 
for the defendant was more and more 
impressed with the witness’s micro- 
scopic or even periscopic eye. He 
quietly made arrangements to con- 
vince the jury that a person with 
such powers of observation had no 
legitimate place in an English court.

Yet the Census Bu- 
reau’s recent statement that in each 
of the twenty-four States so far 
studied the death rate is going up 
should give us all pause. 

Restless .energy and hard work 
have made our nation great. But is 
there not a prospect that these same 
intense qualities, carried over into 
sports and personal habits and ‘°so- 
cial life, may exhaust us? 

Moderation seems to be the coun- 
sel of wisdom. Hard work, mental 
or physical, must be compensated for 
by rest and relaxation if the human 
frame is not to crumble. Modera- 
tion in eating, in the pursuit of pleas- 
ures, in business and social life 


shotld be reasonable requisites to 
longer life. 

As the Census Bureau’s report in- 
cludes both agricultural and _ indus- 
trial States, the problem appears to 
be truly national. In the face of a 
rising mortality rate, obviously we 
would do well to try to live more 
reasonably and to make moderation 
in all things our watchword.

Coatrooms, Washrooms and Women 

Displease Returned New Yorker. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am a stranger in town—a West- 
erner, but originally a New Yorker, 
who went to college here, then 
abroad, and settled in San Francisco, 
whence I came back to New York a 
few weeks ago. 

Two things in New York have 
struck me as being —— de- 
pressing: 

First, I cannot find a first-class res- 
taurant in which I can have a meal 
without being taxed 10 cents apiece 
bya girl who hangs up my hat and 
by a man in the washroom who 
hands me a towel, neither of whom 
performs a service lasting over ten 
seconds. This taxation takes away 
whatever feeling of pleasure I may 
derive from the meal, for I feel that 
I am not the guest of the proprietor, 
but a revenue-producing object. If 
there were the least element of this 
boasted American hospitality, gen- 
erosity, service, &c., a man who sells 
you a meal would feel obligated to 
care for your hat and coat while 
you are eating in his place and to 
give you a place to wash your hands 
before eating. Instead, he sells to. a 
concessionnaire the privilege of per- 
forming these trifling but essential 
services and of mulcting the guest. 
It is simply a racket, to use a great 
American word. 

Second, like all Westerners, I hold 
women in high esteem. At the begin- 
ning, I immediately offered my seat 
in a public conveyance, especially the 
subways, to any woman in my vicin- 
ity. But no more. Because I have 
yet to see a girl or young woman 
give her own seat to an old man or 
woman; I have yet to see two women 
make room for a man by a little 
moving to one side or the other; I 
have yet to see a woman thank a 
man graciously for a seat, and I 
have yet to see a woman in any way 
acknowledge a man’s courtesy when, 
instead of sitting down in a seat be- 
fore him-which has just been va- 
cated, he steps aside and allows a 
woman standing near by to come up 
and take it. The feminine attitude 
is that seats belong as of right to 
women and that men have no right 
to them at all.

South Brooklyn Can Accommodate 
Largest Ocean Liners. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The last paragraph of THe Trues 
editorial ‘‘Jersey City Piers’? should 
not be allowed to pass unchallenged. 
I refer to your statement, ‘‘the city, 
however, is not likely to throw up | 
its hands in despair,’ &c. 

The city of New York has nothing i 
to be afraid of in the cooperative | 
action of the Port Authority and 
Jersey City. We cannot agree that 
it is necessary for New York to in- ' 
vest millions of dollars in the qaon- 
struction of long piers on the water- 
front of Manhattan when the city 
already has a number of long piers 
on the South Brooklyn waterfront 
suitable for the accommodation of 
the largest ocean liners afloat or 
being planned. These Brooklyn piers 
are located much nearer in point of 
time to the heart of Manhattan than 
the piers projected in the Little Basin 
district of New Jersey. By near in 
point of time I mean that consider- 
ing the time required to move a’ 
vessel through the congested waters 
of the upper bay from Quarantine 
plus the awkward operation required 
in conveying the passengers from the | 
Jersey shore to Manhattan via tunnel 
or ferry as compared to the run from 
the Brooklyn piers. 

An additional factor which will no 
way help Manhattan’s traffic condi- 
tion is that the vehicles from the 
Jersey piers will be thrown on Man- 
hattan Island at right angles to the 
great volume of north and south 
bound traffic. 

Twenty years ago the city of New 
York entered upon an _ elaborate 
program on Brooklyn’s waterfront. 
The reason for this, as stated at 
that time, was that there was no 
longer room on Manhattan to ac- 
commodate the large steamers of 
that day, and, due to the great value 
of property, further improvement 
would be uneconomical, and five 
large piers were built in Brooklyn. 
Later the city had a change of heart 
and, sacrificing certain necessary 
improvements in Brooklyn, built the 
Chelsea piers. History is again re- 
peating itself, and we are now con- 
fronted with the necessity of provid- 
ing additional dockage even to the 
extent of constructing with consider- 
able outlay of money a facility which 
exists naturally on the Brooklyn 
waterfront. How many times will 
history have to repeat itself in this 
fashion before the city of New York 
will realize that Manhattan Island 
with but 7 per cent of the area of 
the city cannot hope to contain 
everything?

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The Hotel Tax in France. [| 
To the Editor of The New York Times.: 

May I, as a traveler in France, cor- 
rect an error—possibly typographical 
—in the Paris dispatch from your 
correspondent, Carlisle MacDonald, 
published in THe Times on Nov. 27 
in regard to the decline of the tour- 
ist ‘‘business’”’ in France? This error 
is the statement of ‘‘the 17 per cent 
de luxe tax which must be paid in 
all first-class hotels.’’ 

The customary hotel tax in France 
is- either 4 or 13 per cent, usually the 
former. At ‘‘de luxe” establishments 
in cosmopolitan resorts the tax is 13 
per cent. But in less ostentatious 
gathering places there are many 
tourist hotels which are in every way 
first class where the 4 per cent rate 
prevails. As a matter of fact, the 17 
per cent tax rate is not worth think- 
ing about, both by reason of its 
rarity and because it is levied only 
in hotels frequented by tourists to 
whom it is impossible to conceive of 
its having any importance, On the 
other hand, some hotels do not 
charge their patrons with any tax, 
but themselves absorb it, with no 
appreciable heightening of their 
tariff. 

The other reasons given for the 
decline of tourist travel in France 
are, I am sure, much sounder than 
this detail of the hotel tax. More 
travelers seem to be going to Ger- 
many, Spain and Scandinavia than 
in former years. Following the stab- 
ilization of the franc, prices gener- 
ally have risen in France. Yet it 
remains true that the traveler can 
live well on a modest budget as he 
wanders through the beautiful, inter- 
esting, and to the foreign tourist still 
largely unknown, land of the French 
provinces. I drive my° own car in 
France on my holiday jauntings 
every Summer, and, in spite of the 
tax on automobiles and the price of 
gasoline, I know that good living and 
a modest budget can be well and 
easily combined.

Keen rivalry is expected over the 
Democratic leadership of the Assem- 
bly, left vacant through the death 
on Thursday of Assemblyman Mau- 
rice Bloch of the Sixteenth Assembly 
District in New York County.

the State, measured by its vote, the

If the rivalries over the minority 
_ leadership should be carried into the 
' caucus and the usual line-up of the 
Democratic organization within the 
city prevail it would mean a dead- 
lock among the city lawmakers, with 
the twenty-nine Democratic Assem- 
blymen-elect from Manhattan, Bronx] 
and Richmond pitted against an equal 
number from Brooklyn and Queens 
and six Democratic members from 
up-State holding the balance of 
power. That is, if Bronx and Rich- 
mond, true to precedent, should line 
up with Tammany, whose candidate 
would be in a position to advance a 
claim for seniority in service over 
his Brooklyn rival. 

It was said yesterday on behalf of 
Tammany and McCooey that no con- 
sideration would be given to the sub- 
ject until after the Bloch funeral. In 
the meantime Assemblyman Louis A. 
Cuvillier, another Tammany Assem- 
blyman, representing the entieth 
District, came out yesterday as a 
contender for the leadership. 

Friends of Langdon W. Post, re- 
elected from the Tenth Assembly Dis- 
trict in Manhattan, have been urging 
his selection, although he is only a 
first-year man. It is understood, 
however, that he does not intend to 
make any fight for the leadership.

JEWISH FEDERATION 
PLANS TO HELP IDLE 


Suggestions for Coordination of 
Employment Work in City 
Being Considered. 











The Federation for the Support of | 
Jewish Philanthropic Societies made 
public yesterday details of a pro- 
posed plan for the coordination of all 
Jewish employment work in New 
York, with a central agency to act 
as ‘‘a service station and laboratory 
to the constituent members.’’ The 
plan was submitted by Mrs. ‘Alex- 
ander Kohut. 

Affiliated with the central bureau 
as constituent agencies would be the 
Young Men’s and Young Women’s 
Hebrew Associations, the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, the Fellowship 
House, the Jewish Sabbath Alliance, 
Young Israel, the Hebrew Immi- 
grant Aid Society, Jewish trade 
schools and possibly other groups. 

The central bureau would work 
with employers on the one hand and 
with cooperating agencies on the 
other. The cooperating agencies in- 
clude all agencies not directly en- 
gaged in employment work, as well 
as the state employment offices, pub- 
lic schools, colleges and universities, 
vocational bureaus, Employment 
Center for the Handicapped, the Bu- 
reau of Part Time Work, Joint Vo- 
cational Service, the Girl’s Service 

e, the Welfare Council and 
other employment and social agen- 
— 

An alternate program, calling for a 
central employment and vocational 
guidance bureau conducted by. ex- 
perts, which would cooperate with 
existent specialized agencies, has 
been proposed to the federation, by 
Jack Nadel, director of the Ninety- 
second Street Young Men’s Hebrew 
Association. 

“Such a bureau,” said Mr. Nadel, 
‘would eliminate duplication of ef- 
fort by separate organizations where 
independent staffs are maintained 
which communicate with the same 
employers in order to place the same 
applicants who visit the same bu- 
reaus. It would be of invaluable 
service both to employer and worker. 
A central bureau would unite the 
present efforts to solicit jobs, investi- 
gate business establishments, unify 
forms and records, establish | ,proper 
fees and collate information.’

President Eméritus cad a 
Founder of Boston University, 
‘Was in His 97th Year. 





WIDELY KNOWN ORGANIZER 





Helped Start Wellesley College and 
Other Institutions—Was Also a 
Preminent Theologian.

BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 6.—Dr. Wil- 
liam Fairfield Warren, president 
emeritus of Bostém University, died 
of pneumonia at the age of 96 at his 
home, 131 Davis Avenue, Bi Brookline, 
tonight. . 

Dr. Warren was widely known for 
his active intellectual and religious 
leadership. He was the author of a 
number of articles and textbooks, in- 
cluding ‘‘The Quest for the Perfect 
Réligion.”” His most notable work, 
however, was done as an educational 
executive. 





For more than half a century Wil- 
liam Fairfield Warren was one of 
the outstanding figures in educa- 
tional circles in New England. Al- 
though he had spent many years as 
a professor in this country and 
abroad, his greatest work in behalf 
of institutions of higher learning 
was, perhaps, performed as an or- 
ganizer and executive. 

After spending six years in Ger- 
many, studying and teaching, Dr. 
Warren returned to Boston in 1 
to organize and preside over the Bos- 
ton Theological Seminary. The latter 
was the nucleus of Boston Univer- 
sity, for which he wrote the charter 
and made the plea for its legislative 
enactment in 1869. His influence and 
aid were sought in the organization 
of several other institutions in Mas- 
sachusetts and among them he was 
a charter member of the corporation 
of Wellesley College and the New 
England Conservatory of Music. 

With the organization of Boston 
University Dr. Warren was called to 
the presidency of it in 1873 and 
served for thirty years. In 1903 he 
retired from the presidency to be- 
come dean of the school of theology, 
a post he held until 1911. He was 
honored by the university with the 
on of .president emeritus in 

Dr. Warren was born at Williams- 
burg, Mass., March 13, 1833. His 
parents were Mather and Anna M. 
Fairfield Warren, and through them 
his genealogical line extended well 
back toward the bevrinning of New 
England history. After his gradua- 
tion frors Wesleyan University, in 
1853. he established a classical school 
at Mobile, Ala., and later studied for 
two years at Andover Theological 
Seminary. Having been ordained to 
the Methodist ministry. he served 
pastorates from 1858 to 1860 at Wil- 
braham, Mass.. and Boston. 

The next seven yeasts were spent 
abroad, during which Dr. Warren 
visited the Orient, but t most 
of the period in Europe. He pursued 
svecial courses in Rome, the Univer- 
sity of Berlin and the University of 
Halle, and from 1861 to 1866 was 
professor of systematic theology in 
Missionsanstalt, Bremen, which later 
became Martin Institute, Frankfort. 
It was at the conclusion of that ser 
vice that he returned to the United 
Statcs and began his long career 
with Boston University,

It was from this 
restaurant that Rothstein set out to 
go to the Park Central ‘on the night 
of the Pore Biller will that 
he met Frank.

|against the judge were not substan- 
| tiated. He was charged with show- 


ing leniency to bootleggers who 
bought stock in the Johnstown 
& Somerset Railway Company, of 
which he was president. 

Judge Berkey will complete his 
first term of ten years next month. 
He was not a candidate to succeed 
himself this year, but paved the way 
to run after the primaries by pre- 
cmpting a party name for use in the 
event that his candidate, Norman 
T. Boose, was defedted. Mr. Boose 
was elected. Judge Berkey is credit- 
ed with fourteen years and one 
month service for the State, having 
been State Banking Commissioner 
for a four-year term. 

As Banking Commissioner he was 
absent so much that some of his 
eritics called him John ‘‘Absence’”’ 
Berkey. The retirement board took 
no time off for the days he did not 
spend here. He was allowed full 
ccmpensation under his classifica- 
tion and will draw $194 a month. 

Judge Berk¢y is a former lieuten- 
ent of Matthew Stanley Quay. long 
Republican State leader in Pennsyl- 
vania.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 6.— Two 
bandits, with faces masked, pushed 
their way through a group of school 
children in North Philadelphia to- 
day, walked up to an unarmed bank 
messenger, C, Cameron Cook, and 
shot him through the head. Grab- 
bing money bags from the hand and 
one of the pockets of the dying man, 
the assailants jumped into an auto- 
mobile, in which an accomplice was 
waiting, and escaped before onlook- 
ers could intervene. 

A check-up late in the day showed 
that the robbers obtained $15,000, all 
in $10 bills, and $350 in small bills 
and silver. 

Cook, who was 55 years old and 

employed bv the Bank of Philade}- 
phia and Trust Company, -did -not 
have a chance in the attack. Al- 
though he had a small fortune in his 
keeping, he carried no weapon. and 
a negro, who was driving the bank’s 
armored car and was blackjacked b 
the bandits, was likewise unarmed. 
The employes were to have picked 
up an armed guard at the next stop 
on their route. 
_ The murder and robbery took place 
in front of a busy postal substation 
and almost across the street from the 
James L. Claghorn Public School. 
Ordinarily the negro driver would 
have remained in the car to watch 
Cook’s coming and going from the 
postoffice, but he was repairing the 
rediator of the machine when the 
attack took place. 

Two suspects were arrestéd in the 
vicinity of the crime late in the after 
noon and taken to City Hall for.ques- 
tioning.

The 
guest who remained for the night 
was Mrs. J. Kelly of St. Louis, sis- 
ter of Mrs: Craib. While the burglar 
was performing his acrobatic thiev- 
ery, Mrs. Kelly was asleep in an ad- 
joining room and beside her was a 
necklace, a pendant and other pieces 
reported to be valued at $100,000. 


Put Gems Near Window. 


After the guests had left Mrs. 
Craib, who had worn some of the 
jewels which were later stolen, re- 
turned her ornaments to her jewei 


case. This was placed on the top of 
the dressing table, which stood close 
to one of the windows in her bed- 
room. A few pieces of jewelry she 
put in the top right hand drawer of 
the table. . 

Mrs. Craib did not retire at once 
She picked up’a book and read it, 
she thought, for a half hour, gradu- 
sily dozing off. She wakened at 9 

. and when she went to the 
dressing table discovered her loss. 
She notified Police Headquarters 
and word. of the burglary was 
flashed to the detectives at the East 
104th Street Station. ; 

Lieutenant Louis 8. Hyams, Ser- 
geant William S. Begley and Detec- 
tives Lynch and McLaughlin went to 
the apartment. They obtained a list 
of the missing jewelry and — 
checking up on the probable method 
of the robber. They questioned the 
Craibs’ butler, his wife and two 
maids, and quickly eliminated them 
when their employer said that all had 
been with her for years and were 
above suspicion.- . 

Mrs. Craib said that when she re- 
tired she had left one of the windows 
of her room open about eighteen 
inches. This started the detectives 
on the right track. They learned 
that a deorman, a hallway employe 
and several elevator operators had 
been in the entrance hal] and that 
no strangers would have been per- 
mitted to enter the house. In addi- 
tion, the doors showed no signs of 
having been forced. 


‘Window Near Iren Grille. 


The .open window was only a 
yard away from the top of an iron 
grille covering the wincow of a den- 
tist’s office on the ground floor. The 


police theory was that the burglar or 
confederates posted themselves on a 
hill in Central Park which command- 
ed a view of the Craib window. The 
hilltop would enable a lookout to see 
into the bedroom. 

The detectives said that apparently 
when the light was extinguished in 
Mrs. Craib’s room the burglar went 
over to the dentist’s window and 
swung up on the crisscrossed, iron 
bars. The grille work was as good as 
a ladder. At the top of the bars the 
man apparently put a foot into the 
space between the big blocks of gray- 
wane and thus reached the window- 
Slij. 

The table was to the left of the 
window, and it. was a simple matter 
to thrust an arm in and get the 
valuables. The jewelry stolen was de- 
scribed as follows:

Abelow, who is 21, and lives at 125 
Sterling Street, Brooklyn, was em- 
ployed as a runner by Hardy & Co., 
| brokers, of 50 Broad Street. The work 
was new to nim. He had previously 
worked for a credit clothing estab- 
lishment, but had been out of work 
for some time. Yesterday he set out 
from the Hardy offives to the Ca- 
nadian Bank of Commerce, 16 Ex- 
change Place, with the securities in 
an envelope.under his arm. 

As he was passing through Liberty 
Street, according to his own story, 
two men approached him and fell in 
step on either side of him. He sud- 
denly felt a hard object, which he 
believed to be the muzzle of a pistol, 
pressed against his side. 

‘“‘Hand us the envelope! Don’t yell 
and we won't hurt you,’’ one of the 
men threatened. ‘ 

Without hesitation, Abelow did just 
the opposite. He clutched the en- 
velope tightly and yelled at the tep 
of his lungs. It was twenty minutes 
to 1, and the street was crowded 
with office workers hurrying to and 
from lunch. In the crowd was Pa- 
trolman John Keegan, returning to 
his beat on Broadway after lunch. 

The two men turned from Abelow’s 
side and dashed toward Broadway. 
Keegan dashed after them. The 
crowd fell back. divided between a 
desire to.see the excitement and fear 
of being shot. 

At Broadway and Maiden Lane, the 
two fleeing men parted company. 
One continued up Broadway and got 
away, The other turned east on Maid- 
en Lane. with Keegan. close hehind 
him.. .At ‘Nassau Street Keegan 
caught his man. The prisoner went 
meekly to the police station. 

The man gave his name as Joseph 
McCarthy. He has no police record 
as far as could be determined at 
headquarters. Questioned by detec- 
tives,» he denied that he had attempt- 
ed a hold-up. saving that he had 
merely jostled against the runner, 
who had thereupon become fright- 
ened and velled for the police. He 
also denied that he had had a com- 
panion. ; 

Ahelow also went to the Old Slip 
station, where the securities were 
taken by the police as evidence of at- 
temnted robbery.

But Original Scheme for Old 
English Shopping District Is 
Likely to Be Altered. 








Todd Consulting Future Tenants— 
Metropolitan Left Without .a 
Prospective Location, 





With the abandonment by the 
Metropolitan Opera and Real Estate 
Company of its plans to build a new 
home for the opera in the property 
of John D. Rockefeller Jr., at Forty- 
ninth Street, west of Fifth Avenue, 
it was learned yesterday that Mr. 
Rockefeller will proceed with the 
commercial development: of the en- 
tire property, including nearly three 


sity for eighty-seven years‘at an ag- 
gregate rental of $261,090,000. «John 
R. Todd of ‘Todd, Robertgon & ‘Todd, 
who will. direct the planning and 
construction of the Rockefeller de- 
velopment, said he hoped to have 
plans ready in a few days. 

The original plans to duplicate the 
shopping district of the quaint old 
English town of Chester, with its 
mezzanine balconies connecting 
shops on the four sides of a square, 
probably will be abandoned, accord- 
ing to Mr.'Todd. He explained that 
the elimination of the opera, which 
originally was to have furnished the 
motif for the entire architectural lay- 
‘out,’ would not result in the adoption 
|of less pretentious plans for’ the 
whole development. - , ; 

Already Mr. Todd and_ his repre- 
sentatives are preparing plans for 
new buildings on the property and 
they are developing plans in many 
cases to combine the wishes and sug- 
gestions of future tenants. Accord- 
ing to Mr.- Todd, -the highest build- 
ings contemplated in the preliminary 
plans range from twenty to fifty 
stories. = 


Consulting Tenants on Plans. 

“We are_working out the plans,’’ 
he said, ‘‘with two things in mind: 
First, to make it exceedingly attrac- 
tive, and second, to make it exceed- 
ingly desirable for tenants who want 
to go in'there. We are working on 
a dozen tentative plans and are con- 


sulting with tenants as to what they 
want.’’ : 

While the principals in the nego- 
tiations involving the site for the 
opera were unwilling to add to their 
formal joint announcement on Thurs- 
day that the deal was off, represen- 
tatives of both sides repeated yester- 
day that the difficulty which had 
balked the opera’s plans was one of 
possession. With some leaseholds 
running for two years longer, it 
was said, it was absolutely impos- 
sible for Mr. Rockefeller and the 
Metropolitan Opera to come to an 
agreement. : 

Abandonment of the site in the 
Rockefeller development, it was 
learned further, leaves the opera 
without any prospective site for a 
new home. The iarge site at Fifty- 
seventh Street and Ninth Avenue, 
bought by Otto H. Kahn, chairman 
of the Metropolitan Opera Company, 
is still held by Mr. Kahn. But, it 
was learned, the opera building com- 
mittee has no intention of recon- 
sidering its rejection of that site. 
The site was rejected because the 
neighborhood was considered not of 
the proper type. 


Shopkeepcrs Welcome Decision. 


Tenants of the Rockefeller prop- 
erty are said to have expressed no 
regret at the abandonment of the: 
opera’s plans. Shopkeepers espe- 
cially are said to welcome the change 
which will result in ‘commercial 
buildings rising where the opera was 
to have stood. It is explained -that 


they did not wish to have the opera 
house in their midst because they 
believed it would represent a ‘‘dead 
area,’’ with the opera house closed 
for the greatér part of every twen- 
ty-four hours, including hours of 
daylight. 

It was learned that there was no 
question as to the ability of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera and Real Estate 
Company to take title to the prop 
erty. In leasing the property from 
Columbia Mr. Rockefeller’ obtained 
an option, running for a year, to 
‘buy outright.the site proposed for 
the opera. His contract stipulated 
that he could seil outright to the 
opera, but there was another stipu- 
lation that if the property passed 
out of the hands of the opera inter- 
ests it ‘should revert to Columbia 
University. That stipulation was the 
cause of somé objections on the part 
of the opera owners, but the objec- 
tion eventually was overcome. 

The pricp at which. the opera 
might have taken the property is 
said to have been $3,600,000.

Retail Dealer Makes That Pre-. 
' diction as Chains Meet Price 
~ Cut to 12 Cents. 


SCHULTE WELCOMES DROP 


Cigar Stores Should Benefit the 
Entire Tobacco Trade. 





Reductions in. the retail price of 
popular brands of cigarettes were put 
into effect yesterday to meet the cut 
to 12 cents a package announced sud- 
denly on Thursday by the United 
Cigar Stores. An official of one of:the 
largest retailers, who did not desire 
his name.-to, be used, predicted -‘‘a 
good long siege.’’ 

The Great Atlantic and Pacific Tca 
Company put into effect its en- 
nounced reductian from two. pack- 


ages for a quarter to 12 cents a pack- 
age. Liggett’s Drug Stores exceeded 
their expected cut by dropping to 12 
cents a package, three packages for 
35 cents, and $1.13 a carton. The 
Schulte Retail Stores, Inc., credited 
with having brought about the Unit- 
ed’s cut, remained at the two-for-a- 
quarter level, which they have maiu 
tained since last October, when other 
retailers went back to 15 cents ea 
package.: - 

In contrast with other retailers, 
the Schulte concern welcomed the 
United’s cut as ‘‘one that should be 
beneficial to the entire retail tobacco 
field.”” D. A. Schulte, the president. 
declared in a statement that for 
some time he had advocated reduc- 
tion in the retailers’ margin of 
profit, and that the present move by 
the retailers was ‘‘most opportune’’ 
and .‘a step in the right direction.”’ 

Mr. Schulte said that ‘‘demoralized 
conditions’ should be ‘‘corrected , by 
the manufacturers’’ and that, unless 
this was done, it was ‘‘most unfor- 
tunate but necessary that the chain 
retail tobacco stores would be forced 
to sell cigarettes at.a price that 
could not produce adequate profit.’ 
He ‘added that ‘‘the ultimate goal of 
all retail tobacco dealers’’.was an 
“awakening of a public conscious- 
ness that will permit cigarettes to be 
soid at a fair price to the public 
and with a fair margin of profit to 
the’ dealers.”’ 

While not speaking for publication, 
officers of other concerns, were frank 
in not regarding, the price cuts as 
“beneficial”? but’ as a ‘‘cigarette 
war.” The United Cigar Stores re- 
iterated that they were ready to re- 
turn to the former 15-cent level pro- 
vided other retailers would do like- 
wise. A spokesman for Liggett’s 
Drug Stores declared: 

“Others. started this, and now that 
it is started, we are going to fight it 
through. It is up to the others to 
make any overtures looking to re- 
sumption of the old prices.”’ 

So far as was learned yesterday 
none of the larger retailers has as 
yet considered making such ovér- 
tures. - ‘ , ,

House surgeons fear she 
may lose the sight of her right eye. 
She remained in the hospital. 

Miss Auerbach. told detectives. she 
was one of several guests at a party 
apartment yesterda 
morning. of the guests dran 
rather heavily, she said, but she ab-. 


stained.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 6.—Defending 
his title of national professional golf 
champion, Leo Diegel, former New 
Yorker, now representing the Agua 
Caliente club in Mexico, defeated 
Walter Hagen, 3 and 2, in the semi- 
finals of the P. G. A. championship 
at the Hillcrest Country Club here 


today. ie tual t 

Diegel’s opponent in e final to- 
neneee will be Johnny Farrell of 
the Quaker ge Country Club near 
White Plains, N. Y. Farrell won his 
semi-final match from Al Watrous of 
Detroit, 6 and 5. 

There was little to choose between 
the play of Hagen and Diegel, but 
Leo ned a two-hole lead in the 
morning by scoring birdies on the 
two short holes coming home. An 
iron. shot dead to the flag on the 192- 
yard twelfth hole was the first break, 
after they had played eleven holes on 
even terms. On the 150-yard six- 
teenth, Diegel sank a twenty-foot 
putt fora 2, Hagen had a3 on each 


bole. 
Hagen’s Rally Futile. 


Hagen rallied after going to 3 down 
on the third hole of the afternoon 
round, but he never squared the 
match. Diegel hit wild drives on the 
twenty-second and twenty-third holes, 
but he halved the short twenty- 
fourth hole and after a drive danger- 
ously close'to the fence on the next, 
Leo pitched up and sank a twelve- 
foot putt for a birdie. :‘ When en 
missed a shorter putt on the fast 
downslope he was 2 down again. 

The Haig attempted a daring shot 
on the twenty-sixth hole when he 
played a low iron to run past a trap 
almost on the line to the pin. The 
shot was a trifle too much to the left 
and the ball was bunkered. It cost 
Hagen a 5 and left him 3 down with 
10 to go. 

Hagen's utting was not up to his 
usual standard.’ Rarely has he been 
short as often as he was today. Once 
the Haig left himself ten feet short 
on an unusually long approach putt. 
Failure to sink a four-foot putt on 
the 29th hole ap him 4 down. He 
won the 31st when Diegel took three 
putts, and a fine second shot, which 
stopped inches from the cup, gave 
Hagen the 33d. He was now 2 down 
with three to go and from the 34th 
tee he put his pitch shot into a trap, 
while Diegel made the green. Game 
to the last, Hagen executed a good 
explosion shot, but he missed a five- 
foot putt and lost the hole and the 
match. 


Diegel Has 68 in Morning, 


Diegel’s scoring was good. He had 
two 34s for a 68 in the morning 
against Hagen’s par 71 and in the 
afternoon Leo again. went out in 34 
and was even 4s for the seven in-| 
coming holes. | 

Farrell and Watrous fought a close | 
match for nine holes and turned all 
square. Farrell took the lead for the 
first time on the tenth and he fin- 
ished the round three holes to the

eWhen play was resumed, Watrous | 
missed a short putt which cost him | 
the hole, after almost driving the | 
green. Then followed a series of | 
bad breaks for Watrous, most of | 
them on the greens. He went to 4) 
Gown on the twentieth hole, where 
he was trapped, and also lost the 
twenty-first, twenty-second, twenty- 
fourth and twenty-sixth holes, leav- 
ing him 8 down and 9 to go. He 
won back two holes, the twenty- 
ninth and thirtieth, but the thirty- 
first was halved, ending the match. 

Today’s match was the _ fourth 
meeting between Hagen and Diegel 
in the P. G. A. championship. Wal- 
ter defeated Leo at Clympia Fields 
in a forty-hole match in 1925 and he 
beat him again at Salisbury in the 
1926 final, 4 and 3. At Baltimore in 
the semi-finals last year Diegel de- 
feated Hagen, 3 and 2. 

To reach the final here Farrell put 
out Johnny Golden, 1 up; defeated 
Henry Ciuci, 2 and 1; won on the 
thirty-seventh hole from Craig Wood 
and defeated Watrous, 6 and 5. 
Diegel won by 10 and 9 from P. O. 
Hart, defeated Herman Barron by 
the same score, eliminated Gene 
Sarazen, 8 and 2, and won from! 
Tagen, 3 and 2. 


‘Crowd Trails Hagen-Diegel. 


The Hagen-Diegel match, of course, 
attracted the major portion of the 
gallery. Hagen had a chance for a 
birdie on the first hole from a dis- 
tance of about fifteen feet, but his 
line to the hole was partially blocked 
by Diegel’s approach putt from a 
thirty-foot range. Dicesel's iron shut 
to the short second hole was in a 
trap to the right of the green and 
he lost the hole. 

Both missed putts for birdies on 
the third, Hagen from nine feet and 
Diegel on a try of five feet. Diegel 
missed a niblick shot from a heavy 
fairway lie on a short pitch to the 
fourth green.

‘“‘When a team makes a touch- 
down,’’ said Miller, ‘‘we place the 
ball on the 2-yard line and give them 
one shot at the goal again—by kick- 
ing, rushing or passing. Very often 
a game is decided by this extra point, 
although the play involved seems 
like a mere formality to the specta- 


rs. 
“‘My idea is to give the scoring 


team a try for extra point, but not 
from the 2-yard line. Give them the 
ball at the 10-yard line and four 
downs in which to push it across. 
A first down will give them an extra 
point and they can try any number 
of ways to accomplish their purpose. 

““Of course, a forward pass ground- 
ed in the end zone would automat- 
ically end the point try, just as it 
does now. But the teams will have 
the advantage of trying three other 
plays before being forced to the air. 
No kicks should be permitted. I 
think kicking for the point ruins the 
beauty of the play.’’

BY YACHTING UNION 


Approves International Meas- 
urement Regulations. 








CUP-- YACHT PLANS © TOLD 





‘All Four of America’s Contenders 
for Classic to Be Larger Than 
Lipton’s Challenger. 





By SHANNON CORMACK. 

Details of the:dimensions of the 
four yachts that'are being built for 
the defense of the America’s Cup 
were made public yesterday at the 
annual meeting of. the North Amer- 
ican Yacht Racing Union, held at 
the Harvard Club, by a man vitally 
interested in one of the syndicates, 
but who, on account of the various 


elements surrounding the designing 
and building of the yachts, -preferre 
to have his name withheld. 

At the same time the meeting en- 
dorsed and adopted the international 
agreement on measurement rules 
adopted by the European nations at 
the. meeting of the International 
Yacht Racing Union at London early 
last month, and approved of the plans 
for the conducting of the races for 
the Canada’s Cup.on Lake Ontario 
and the British-American Cup on 
Long Island Sound next Summer. 


All Longer Than Shamrock. 

All the American contenders will 
be much longer than Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s challenger Shamrock V, 
which is reputed to be seventy-seven 


feet on the waterline. The largest 
American boat will be eighty-seven 
feet waterline apg oe and twenty-one 
feet beam, this being the double- 
ended boat designed by L. Francis 
Herreshoff for the George M. 
chon-Paul Hammond syndicate. 

The smallest of the American 
squadron will be the one designed by 
W. Starling Burgess for the Harold 
S. Vanderbilt-Winthrop Aldrich syn- 
dicate. This will be only eighty 
feet on the waterline and will have 
a beam of twenty-one feet four 
inches, 

The third, the Frank C. Paine 
John Lawrence boat, being built by 
the Boston syndicate, will have a 
waterline length of eighty-five feet 
and will have twenty-two feet beam, 
while the fourth, the George Nich» ls- 
J. P. Morgan boat, designed by Clin- 
ton H. Crane, will be eighty-three 
feet watcrline and twenty feet beam. 

Three to Be Bronze Plated. 

Three of the yachts will be of 
bronze plate, while the other, the 
Herreshoff boat, will be of wood on 
metal frames. 

All of the boats, the speaker said, 
should be considerably faster than 
Resolute and Vanitie, the last cup 
defender and its running mate. 

Prominent achtsmen from _aill 
parts of the United States and Can- 
ada attended the meeting, and not 
the least interesting announcement 
was that of Commodore George H. 
Gooderham of the Royal Canadian 
Yacht Club of Toronto in reference 
to the revival of the Canada’s Cup 
race, which will take place on Lake 
Ontario next year aiter a lapse of 
twenty-two years. 

The race will be among Canadian 
and United States sloops of the eight- 
meter class. Commodore Gooderham 
said one syndicate of 125 members of 
his club had been formed to build 
three boats with which to challenge 
for the historic cup first put into 
competition in 1896 and now held by 
the Rochester Yacht Club. 

Clifford B. Mallory of the Indian 
Harbor Yacht Club, and president of 
the Union, presided at the meeting. 
W. A. W. Stewart of the New York 
Yacht Club gave a detailed account 
of the meeting of the International 
Yacht Racing Union at London last 
month and declared that the dele- 
gates were only too glad to accept 
the recommendations of the United 

tates that a*universal measurement 
rule for yachts above 14% meters be 
adopted and déclared that yacht rac- 
ing the world over would be cone 
ducted on an equal basis. 


Few, Changes Involved. 


The meeting agreed unanimously to 
adopt the recommendations passed 
lat the London meeting and also re- 
vise the union’s existing racing rules 
|so that they would conform with 
' those of the International Union and 
the New York Yacht Club. 

This revision, it was pointed out 
both by Mr. Mallory and Sherman 
Hoyt, chairman of the racing rules 
committee, would involve only a few 
sight changes, but would result in 
the rules for al countries being the 
same, so that all nations would. in 
future race .under- identically tha 
same rules. 

On the recommendation of W. A. 
W. Stewart, who attended the Lon- 
don meeting as one of the American 
observers, the union formally adopt- 
ed the fourteen-and-one-half-meter 
class. 

In connection with the six-meter 
races for the British American Cup, 
which will be held at Oyster Bay 
prior to the America’s Cup races 
next Summer, Clinton H.-Crane asked 
that it be generally recognized that 
all six-meter owners are invited to 
‘compete for the American team. 

He said the Seawanhaka Corinthian 
Yacht Club and’ the officials in 
charge of the contest would welcome 
; entries from all over the coun so 
that the American team would be 
truly representative of yachtsmen 
from all the waters of this country. 

Yachtsmen will be represented in 
the 1982 Olympic’ games at Los An- 
geles and the yachting end of the in- 
ternational championships. will. be . 
handled by the Southern California 
Yacht Racing Association under the 
jurisdiction of the. North American 
Yacht Racing Union. Races will be 
held: im the 8&meter, 6-meter, Star 
and R classes.

Hill upstart who dares to assert that the Silver Hill 
course is in the same class with the famous Lost Val- 
ley layout. A chap goes away on a vacation, plays a 
fine course that lies amid beautiful scenery, and 
comes back defying any one to tell him where there 
is any other course like it in the world. 

Usually, there’s nothing to do, but to let the lads 
rave until they run cut of steam, but there is one 
test that works fairly often. Just break in briskly 
on the impassioned ora‘>ory and say: ‘‘Have you ever 
played Pine Valley?” Upon getting a negative an- 
swer, the party of the second pert can then remark 
in a condescending tone: “Just a friendly tip, old 
chap. Never talk about golf courses until you have 
played Pine Valley.’’ 

The best part of this is that few who have played 
Pine Valley care to go into the delirious details of 
their wild wanderings on that course. They wrap 
themselves in a protective silence. It is all for the 
best. For the most part, golf is entirely too con- 
versational. 


Shots and Scenery. 


The idea! course, in the minds of many who follow 
the royal and ancient game, is one that provides fine 
shots and fine scenery in pleasing proportions. Pos- 
sibly, the really good players don’t bother much about 
the scenery, but the really good players constitute 
but a ‘small percentage of the goifing clan in this 
country. 

Golf was a seaside game originally, but England, 
Ireland aad Scotland are now dotted with jine inland 
courses that vie with the historic links on which the 
game first rose to fame. Even Scotland has its Glen- 
eagles, perched up in the mountain district. 

In the metropolitan district the comparatively flat 
courses on the southerly sid: of Long Island come 
closer to approximating golf as it was played at St. 
Andrews and Carnoustie centuries ago than do the 
rolling courses of the North Shore, Westchesier and 
inland New Jersey. But every man to his taste. Those 
who want golf, original style, can stick to ocean 
courses with sandy wastes and plenty of wind. Those 
who go in for scenery can dawdle around the links at 
Banff, Lake Placid, Asheville and other mountain 
resorts. Those seekinz the best combinations of gelf- 
ing shots and scenery might try Pine Valley, Mid- 
Ocean in Bermuda, Pebble Beach overlooking the P.- 
cific or Coral Gables by the warm Gulf Stream.

Prof. Snedden Declares Their 
Pre-Vocational Education Is 
“Nearly All Pretense.” 








SAYS IT IS TOO GENERAL 





Tells Parents and Teachers Trade 
Schools of Future Will Be Like 
Professional Schools. 





The ‘‘conceited’’ naming of some 
of their courses as ‘‘industrial’’ or 
‘“‘commercial’’ by junior high school 
authorities and their ‘“‘talk about 
giving pre-vocational education’’ was 
termed ‘‘nearly all pretenses, shams 
and educational quackeries, albeit 
often the .products of well-meaning 
ignorance or at least frightfully un- 
critical thinking’. by Dr. David 
| Smedden, Professor of Education at 
Columbia University, yesterday. 

“In general, employers still regard 
| the courses as shallow and ineffec- 
| tive,’’ he said, addressing the closing 
sessions of a two-day parent-teacher | 
conference under: the auspices of | 
Teachers College and the National | 
Congress of Parents and Teachers 
at the Lincoln School, 425 West 123d | 
| Street. 

He told of the great specialization | 
in vocations today and said that the 
shop work given in the junior high 
| schools was too generalized. He said 
|also that the industrial, agricultural 
| and home-making schools or depart- 
ments now organized under the 
| Smith-Hughes act ‘‘try to prepare 
| for only a scant two or three dozen 
|of the many hundreds of vocations 
| now found in the United States, and 
| that‘ even for these they give only 
| thin, scant and often poorly func- 
tioning. preparation.” 
| He predicted that carpentry, brick-

laying, stenography, dressmaking 
and other vocations would be taught 
|in vocational schools of as high a 
| type: as the country’s professional |

The Treasury Financing Terms. 


Perhaps the most significant fact 
revealed in yesterday’s announce- 
ment of Secretary Mellon’s plans for 
the offering of treasury obligations 
on Dec. 15 is that the low rate of 
5% per cent on $325,000,000 of nine- 
month certificates, which is the low- 
est since September, 1927, is an ex- 
pression of confidence in the bond 
market. The rate compares with 4% 
per cent on the last financing by the 
treasury in mid-September. Guesses 
as to the basis on which the initial 
offering of $100,000,000 of ninety-day 
non-interest bearing treasury bills 
will be awarded approximate 3 per 
cent. Outstanding treasury certifi- 
cates which mature in ninety days 
are selling now.to yield slightly less 
than 3 per cent, but bankers’ ac- 
ceptances of the same maturity are 
selling to yield 4, which, after taking 
into account the tax-free features of 
the treasury bills, would indicate a 
market of approximately a 3.50 per 
cent yield.

Coart Upholds Government in 
Introducing Records of the Fall- 
Doheny Transactions. 








LOS ANGELES, Dec. 6 (4).—The 
government today successfully con- 
tested defense objections to reading 
other court actions involving the 
Doheny-Fall oil scandals into a hear- 
ing of the suit to cancel $15,000,000 
worth of oil leases held by the Pan- 
American Petroleum Company at 
Elk Hills, Cal. 

“There is no end to this argu- 
ment,’’ Norman B. Sterry, chief de- 
fense counsel, protested to Federal 
Judge Frank H. Norcross of Nevada, 
as the government began its fifth 
day of introduction of the records. 

“At any rate,’’ Mr. Sterry said, 
“this sort of thing is argumentative, 
and has no place at this time when 
testimony is being introduced. These 
papers can not become more in evi- | 
dence by reading them to the court 
when they could simply be intro- 
duced as exhibits.”’ 

The court ruled adversely, how- 
ever, and former United States Sena- 
tor Atlee Pomerene, chief of govern- 
ment counsel, resumed the reading 
of the papers through which the | 


government hopes to show that the 
award of naval oil reserve leases at 
Elk Hills to Edward L. Doheny, 
former head of the Pan-American 
Company, by Albert B. Fall, Secre- 
tary of the Interior in 1921, was ac- 
complished by fraud and bribery. 
‘‘We have already stinulated,’’ Mr. 
Sterry argued, ‘‘that other leases, ac- 
cording to court decision, were ob- 
tained by fraud. We contend that 
those other leases form separate 
cases. We are not even going to 





reply to 95 per cent of the arguments 
which counsel for the government | 
has seen fit to introduce.’”’ 

Fall recently was convicted on 
bribery charges in Washington for 
the acceptance of a $100,000 ‘‘loan’’ 
from Doheny.

Dr. Thomson, an authority on penu- 
matic caissons, has had charge of the 
design and construction of many | 
bridges and has been associated in 
planning the foundations of more 
than a score of New York skyscrap- 
ers. He was the originator of a pro- 
posal which he has advocated for 
many years of adding nine square 
miles to Manhattan Island by re- 
claiming land southward. 

The engineer’s new suggestion for 
tunnel construction would obvi2te 
boring operations by which all *he 
other Hudson tubes have been built. 
According to his claims, not only 
would the tunnel be much safer but 
its cost would be much less. With 
a larger capacity than the Holland 
tube it could be built for less than 
half the cost a linear foot, he says. 

Dr. Thomson's proposed tunnel 
would contain six compartments. 
each twenty-five feet wide and six- 
teen feet high. Two of the com- 
partments would be for rapid transit 
trains and four for vehicles.

Retail trade appears somewhat bet- 
ter than a year ago and tangible 
reasons for giving encouragement 
and for strengthening confidence 
have appeared in trade and industry, 


although wholesale aud jobbing dis- 
tribution and industry seem to be 
slightly below the active pace set last 
year, according to the weekly re- 
views of trade and business. 

R. G. Dun & Co. say in part: 

“The adjustments to new condi- 
tions, the recession from an unusu- 
ally high scale of activity, are pres- 
ent in varied form, but the support- 
ing elements continue to have a stab- 
ilizing influence. Supplementing the 
inherent soundness of trade, which 
has been evidenced by the absence 
of disorder, other factors, including 
definite action on Federal income 
tax reduction, have contributed to 
the constructive and _ reassuring 
forces. The weather, moreover, has 
been helpful recently, low tempera- 
tures over a wide area giving im- 
petus to. demand for’ seasonable 
goods, while Christmas purchases 
have been gaining momentum. 


Wholesale Prices Go Up. 


“Dun’s list of wholesale quotations 
this week discloses a slight excess of 
That showing is in con- 
trast to the recent tendency, and in 
only one week since the speculative 
breakdown have commodity prices 
been conspicuously unsettled. With 
recognition of the changed commer- 
cial aspects, there is much in the 
immediate situation and in the out- 
look that is encouraging.

Heavy Buying by Railroads. 
“On the other hand, the railways 
have again bought freely of rails and 
cars and the pace of rail-mill work 


and the shipments of their product 
have been exceptionally high, despite 
that steel mill operations, as a whole, 
have ranged between 60 and 70 per 
cent, which is well below a year ago.

FINDS NATION FACING 
WIDE FARM UPHEAVAL 


Dr. R. E. Diffendorfer Warns We 
Mast Not Let Rural People 
Sink to Peasantry Level. 





A great upheaval because of the 
apparent failure of the rovernment 
to better the conditions of the Amer- 
ican farmer may be in the offing. 
according to Dr. Ralph E. Diffen- 
dorfer, corresponding secretary of 
the Board of Foreign Missions of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, who 
spoke at the annual dinner of the 
International Association for Agri- 
cultural Missions at the Y. W. C. A., 
600 Lexineton Avenue, last night. 

Economic needs and _ conditions 
have been at the root of every up- 
heaval and revolution in the world 
since the World War, and yet the 
United States has failed to be af- 
fected by any movement for better 
conditions of rural existence, the 
speaker asserted. 

The course of an agrarian revolu- 
tion in this country will be deter- 
mined by the economic remedies of- 
fered by the government, Dr. Diffen- 
dorfer maintained. 

“It is little short of suicidal for 
people of the cities to look with in- 
difference upon the welfare of those 
who live in the rural section,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘as the life and happiness 
of the cities depend more on the 
farmers than upon the city’s own 
business and industry. A strike of 
the rural districts would soon starve 
the cities, while a strike of industry 
and commerce has much less effect 
upon the farmer.’’ 

To allow the American farmer to 
sink into a state of peasantry is to 
invite a world-wide revolution that 
will rock all economic, industrial 
and social structures, Dr. Diffen- 
dorfer asserted. 

Only a united effort of governmen- 
tal, economic, educational, religious, 
philanthropic and artistic agencies 
can avert this danger, he concluded. 

Other speakers at the dinner were 
the Rev. G. A. Roberts, a veteran 
missionary, agriculturist and educa- 
tor at Umtali, Rhodesia, Africa, and 
Dr. J. H. Evans of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The 
meeting will be continued today at 
the Foreign Missions Conference of 
North America, 419 Fourth Avenue.

FINDS SELLING IS HARDER 





Pian of Naumkeag Mills to Reduce 
Friction of Labor and Company 
Described as Session Ends. 





Dr. Paul H. Nystrom, professor of 
marketing of the School of Business, 
Columbia, told the Taylor Society at 
the Hotel Pennsylvania yesterday 
that dressmakers, manufacturers and 
retailers who combined to produce 
the new silhouette styles in women’s 
clothing had harmed rather than 
helped the women’s apparel indus- 
try. Dr. Nystrom chose the trade’s 
experience with the new dress style 
to illustrate the error of trying to 
plunge ahead of fashion trends and 
forcing changes more quickly than 
they would normally occur. 

“Instead of garment sales mount- 
ing very much higher as it was be- 
lieved would happen from the intro- 
duction of the new fashions,”’ said 
Professor Nystrom, ‘‘it now appears 
that the sales in women’s apparel 
are likely to show no important gains 
and may, indeed, be lower for the 
country as a whole this year than 
they were last year.”’ 


Sees Added Sales Resistance. 


According to Professor Nystrom, 
sales resistance has been increased 
by the introduction of the new styles, 
as customers have become undecided 
and confused and ‘‘many have, it 
seems, postponed their regular pur- 
chases.’’ He said that garments of 
the new style required from two to 
three times as much energy to sell 
as garments did last year, resulting 
in declines in sales and increases 
in alterations and returned garments. 

Last night’s concluding. session of 
the three-day meeting was devoted 
to discussion of the scheme of coop- 
eration between labor and manage- 
ment which has been in force for 
some time in the mills of the Naum- 


keag Steam Cotton Company at 
Salem, Mass. The viewpoint of the 
mill was présented by J. Foster 


Smith, agent for the company. John 
P. O'Connell, local union’ secretary 
of the United Textile. Workers of 
America, spoke of the union’s_atti- 
tude, and the viewpoint of: the 7] 
neer and. technician was explained 
Francis Goodell, industrial engineer. 

Mr. O’Connell described the joint 
machinery to minimize friction in 
disputes and said that the union was 
arriving at a basic agreement with 
the mill formulated.as a result of 
analytical research by Mr. Goodell. 
He told of the union’s interest in 
eliminating waste and increasing ef- 
ficiency and its willingness to ck 
up a socially minded sales policy by 
the company. 


Two Sides Meet Regularly. 


Mr. Smith said that the present 
agreement between the mill and the 
operatives recognized the desirability 
of trade unions and provides for a 
proper and orderly method of con- 
ference in the event of differences 
of opinion and for regular meetings 
between the union and the manage- 
ment. He asserted that the mill sub- 
mitted recently to the union a wage 
plan that would reduce the number 
of employes but would not reduce 
wages. The union hesitated to take 
a definite stand, but finally, he said, 
took the unique step of calling in 
Morris L. Cooke, an industrial engi- 
neer, who advised the employment 
of an engineer to make a survey of 
conditions. Mr. Goodell was engaged, 
a working agreement entered into 
and plans were made for further co- 
operation.

ABLE TO CARRY 40 


Charles T. Porter Declares Craft 
With Speed of 145 Miles an 
Hour Are Needed.

Charles G. Guernsey Tells Engineers 
Rail Motor Car Is Unexcelled 
for Certain Services. 





Development of airplanes having 
a speed of about 145 miles an hour 
and accommodating about forty pas- 
sengers, with a reduction to half the 
present 100 horsepower per passen- 


ger, was advocated yesterday by 
Charles T. Porter of the Keystone 
Aircraft Corporation in an address 
at the closing session of the fiftieth 
annual meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Mechanical Engineers in the 
Engineering Societies Building, 29 
West Thirty-ninth Street. 

That is one of several necessary 
steps ‘if air transport is to compete 
successfully with railroad transport, 
he said, stressing that the real com- 
modity sold commercial aviation 
is rtation and the factors in- 
volved are comfort and cost, 
assuming that safety and reliability 
have been demonstrated. 

“The combination of these three 
factors,’’ he continued, ‘‘must equal 
that of the fast train. The cost of 
air travel is of necessity high; there- 
fore, the speed-comfort combination 
must exceed that of the railroads. 
In general, the comfort of the train 
at least equals that of the airplane, 
so the latter must.be sold om ihe 
speed factor alohe, without sacrifice 
of a certain mimimum ——— 
for comfort and at a cas. th: 
justified by the increase of speed. ” 

To develop’ the 
high-speed airplane at 
power Mr. 
direct-drive air-cooled radiai én- 
gines must be replaced by geared en- 
gines, air or liquid cooled, placed 
preferably inside the wing, with a 
reméte drive to the propel ers. The 
airplane itself, he declared, .should 
approach the flying wing, with high 
wing megs > and retractable land- 
ing gear. e added that because of 
the necessary increase in landing 
apeet: brakes must be larger and 

ould be mechanically operated. 

John H. Geisse, vice president of 
the Comet Engine Corporation, said 
that airplane engine production fa- 
cilities now exceed the demand and 
as a result improvements in engine 
design should come rapidly.
